THE CULTIVATION OF TOBACCO, 


When and Where It Originated—How 
Coffee andiChocoiate Are Pro- 
duced in South America. 


The agricultural region of Venezuela ein- 
braces un area of about 218,000 square 
tiles, and lies, for the most part, in two 
great parallel valleys, between the coast 
and the Parima mountains. ‘These vai- 
leys have an altitude of from 1,200 to 
3,000 feet above the sea level, a genial and 
healthful climate, and a soil of exceptional 
fertility. Stull, they are sparsely popu- 
luted and agriculture is yet in its infancy. 
The staples are cotton, sugar, tobacco, 
maize, Wheat, potatoes and, in fact, ali the 
ecrealy and vegetables of the north tem- 
perate zone, in addition to the yuca, mug- 
vey and other farinacious products peculiar 
tu the tropics alone. 

During the civil war in the United States 
the cultivation of cotton in Venezuela re- 
ceived quite an ®inpetus, especially in the 
western part of the republie,.in. the’ vicin- 
ity of Lake Valencia, where the climate 
and svil seem pec uliarly wel: adapted 
the cotton. plant. ‘And even after the close 
or our war a number of experienced plan- 
ters from the gulf states, disgusted with 
the new order ef things at home, leased 
large tracts of land in Venezuela and enter- 
ed extensively into the business of cotton 
culture. They did very well for a time, 
but a “revolution” broke out in 1869-70, 
which caused them to lose two crops in suc- 
cession. Many of them ost everything. 
Very soon they became discouraged, and, 
those who were able, came back to the 
United States wiser but poorer men. Since 
then the cotton culture has fallen into com- 
plete decadence and none is now raised 
for export. The time, however, not 
far distant when, if stable government 
Shall be established; Venezuela will be the 
great cotton producing cou utry of the trop- 
les. The climate and soil are, as I] have 
siid, peculiarly well adapted to this css 
of industry. The cotton plant here grows 
to the dimensions of a large bush, and an- 
nual replanting unnecessary. One good 
stand will last for several years and, with 
proper attention, the fiber can be made 
eyual to that of our best Georgia cotton:

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It haus been asserted by those who are 
generaily accepted as authority on the sub- 
ject, that the tovacco plant (Nicouana Rus- 
tica) is a native of tropical America. And 
at has been asserted with equal eontidence, 
by those equally well qualified to speak on 
the subject, that the plant is\indigenous to 
southern Asia, antl that the nke-of tebaeco 
in all its forms Was common in, China 
Imany szug centuries before America Was 
known to EBurepenns. The probabilities 
are that some species of the plant (for there 
ure several ure indigenous to the 
tropical and subtropical latitudes of both 
continents, and that whilst it may be sue- 
cessfully cultivated in high latitudes, even 
as far north as Canada, its natural home ts 
in the tropics. This is demonstrated by 
the fact that the quality soon deterioates 
in northern latitudes and requires frequent 
re-seeding from the tropical and subtropical 
regions. 

‘Vobaceo, as is well known, was.a native 
product hot only of the West India islands, 
but of North America, as far aS Canada, 
at the time of the discovery of. this counti- 
nent by Luropeans. ‘The same is equally 
true of aboriginal South America, from the 
isthinus to Cape Horn. Indeed, so far as 
is known to the country, no tribe of Amer- 
ican Indians has ever been found who did 
not use tubacco in some form, or whose 
traditions did not aséribe this use to the 
reinotest antiquity. With many of the 
Central and South American tribes, the 
use of tobacco had a religious character, 
and was connected with their forms of wor- 
ship. According to their reugious belief 
the great sprit (Mr. Herbert Spencer's 
“Unknowable’) smelled a sweet savor 
ts the simoke of the sacred plant (for they 
beld it sacred) aseended to the heavens; 
nnd thus they canectal to propitiate the favor 
of the Diety by a habit which we now 
regard as 2 mere selfish luxury.

Still people go on paying for mere repu- 
tation, quite regardless of quantity or 
price. They will buy a 50 cent cigar at

But by far the greatest staple product 
of Venezuela is coffee. In lovt.there were 
over 450.000 acres devoted to coffee cul- 
ture alone, to say nothing of the great num- 
ber of sporadic plants cultivated in the 
private gardens and lawns in urbane dis- 
tricts. At the usual estimate, this would 
give an aggregate of nearly 200,000,000 
trees yielding  anawally about 150,000,000 
pounds, which at the then minimum market 
price was worth about $14,800,000 in the 
gold coin of the United States. 

As to quality, whilst’ it is generally 
mitted to be inferior in flavor to the 
Juva, it is certainly very far superior 
any that is produced in Brazil. And 
Wwe except that ef the Chimli estates, in 
the fur interior of Colombia, it is perhaps 
superisr to any produced elsewhere in Cen- 
tral or South America. but the tinest 
¢radg of Venezuelan coffee rarely or never 
finds is way to the United States. dt is 
usually bouglit ups early ii the 
season and shipped to Europe, 
Where It commands an exceptionally high 
price, "eae is sometimes retailed to consum- 
ers aS Java or Mocha. 

In its wild staie the coffee tree is a slen- 
der shrub, from twelve tu twe nty feet high, 
and has few branches. Ip cultivation, it 
is seldom allowed to become more than six 
or ten feet bigh, and is made to assume a 
pyramidal form, with thick, horizontal 
branches stom. base to tep. ‘he eaves 
are of a dark, glossy, enameled green. They

young coffee plant. Thus, whilst vere 
for his eoffee plants to peac h the beari 
age, the planter asualiy realizes a hi: sachiaae 
income from his banana crop. At about 
three. years of the coffee plant will 
begin to bear. It attains to its fuli matur- 
ity at from six to eight years of ag Lied 
continues to wield full crops till if is about 
thirty-five, when decadence usually sets in. 
The trees are then gradually replaced by 
young plants. 

When the tree arrives at full maturity, 
it requires very little attention; so that af- 
ter about the first six years the planter is 
at little or no expense except in harvesting 
and preparing his coffee for market. <A 
fair average crop is about TOU pounds to the 
acre; the cost of harvesting and hulling-and 
sacking is rarely more than $O per sack, of 
110 pounds. The wholesale price per sack 
ranges from $17 to $21; thus giving 2 net 
profit of from $12 to S16 per sac k. 1 knew a 
pinnter near (‘araeas, wh net Income 
from his coffee estates in i891 was nearly 
$90,000, or about 60 per cent on his origi- 
nal investment made some ten years. be- 
fore. But the very next vear he lost nearly 
everything by the “revelution” except his 
plantation. This by no means an un- 
sunt oecurrene, and ihe fact is mentioned 
in this connection to show that there ure 
two side to the picture. Still, it Wn 
deubtedly true thar, all things considered, 
a good coffee plantation convenient to mar- 
ket is about the best piece of property a 
man can own in Venezuela.

Exploits in the Pacific After the War 
Was Over. 


THE GRUISE OF THE SHENANDOAH. 


& Curious Piece of History from the 
Reminiscences of One ot the 
Shenandoah’s Officers. 


Boston, November 24.—Dr. F. 7. Me- 
Nulty, of 706 Huntington avenue, Bos- 
ton, was one of the oflicers of the confed- 
erate warship, “Shenandoah,” which, on thie 
5th of November, 1865, flung to the breeze 
for the last time the stars and bars. 

Asked by the writer of this article to re- 
late the story of the cruise of the Mhenan- 


_doah and of the last wave of the southern 


flag a few days since, the doctor told this 


‘thrilling tale of the last terror of the scas, 


Whose track was marked by a iiae of fire 
around the earth, from the tropics to the 
Arctic, while she gave the whaliog werine 
of the United States its fatal blow. 

“On the evening of the Sth day of Oc- 
tober, 1864,” said he. ‘there met cn I'r'n- 
cesses dock, Liverpool, twenty-seven ren. 
They were nearly unacquainted witu each 
other and knew nothing of their destina- 
tion. All were officers of the coui- derate 
navy, by commission or warrant, ence euch 
had his distinct order to report to this 
place at the same hour. My commission 
was that of assistant surgeon. A tug was 
waiting and we were hurried upon its deck 
With great haste. In the stream Jay the 
steam blockade runner ‘T.aurel.” on the 
shortest time imaginable we were bus Jed 
on board this craft and were steaming down 
the stream. At the same hou”, casting off 
her lines from her London dock; and n¢ ving 
down the Thames with her grim digs cf 
war concealed between her decks, osten- 
sibly u merchaniwan aud Lound 
for Bombay, sailed th2 Jnglish = ship 
Sea King. One week later’. the 
ships met in the harbor of Funchal, Ma- 
deria. But the captain of the port or- 
dering us out of his waters in the name 
of his sovereign of Portugal, we raised 
anchor and found an othng beside tne 
three great Desertas, massive rocks that 
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rise out of the blue bosom of the Atlantic. 
(Here the ships were lashed tugether and 
the Sea King received from tue Laurel, 
which was loaded deep, arms, orduance 
and coal suftic.ent for an extended voyage 
ef a man of war. 

“This done, the crews of both vessels 
were ordered on board the Sea King, when 
Jauies 1. Waddell, going down into her cab- 


‘jn, soon reappeared on deck clad in full 


uniform and bearing the side arms of a 
confederate naval captain. ‘Holuing his 
commission for such oftice in his hand he 
read it to the assembled crews, and closed 
in a brief address, declaring that this ship, 
late the Sea King, of England, should now, 
and forever be known as the confederate 
states warship, Shenandoah; that her ob- 
ject should be to prey upon and destroy 
the commerce of the United States, and 
that all of either crew, the Laurel’s or the 
Sea King’s, who wished to enlist their lives 
and services in tue defense of the confed- 
erate cause, on board this ship, might now 


do so. 

“Jack shifted his quid, put his hands 
deeper than ever in his pockets, and 
thought hong at this sudden turn in events. 
He tinally shook his head. Some few ask- 
ed what about bounty? Not being sat- 
isfactorily answered, but very few respond- 
ed. It was too hazardous an undertaking, 
wvith no inducement of gain. Besides, too, 
the Alabama had gone down before the 
guns of the Kearsage, and this Shenan- 
doah would would now be the only bird 
left upon the water for the federals to 
wing. 

Mabinediately after this the lashings 
were cast off and guns of salute in part- 
ing fired by the two vessels. The Laurel 
turned her prow to England and we to the 
south seas. Never before was a_ ship 
beset by difficulties apparently so isur- 
mountable. Demanding a complement of 
160 men, we bore away that day a ship- 
of-war with forty-seven men all told. Al- 
though liable at any hour to meet the 
challenge shot of the enemy, we entered 
upon four |duties without fear. There 
Was work for every man to do and every 
man put his heart in his task.. Boxes, 
trunks, casks of beef and bread, coal and 
ordnance lay promiscuous about deck and 
below. Then, when after days of toil 
with blistered hands, all was stored prop- 
erly below, and while the carpenter and 
his mates cut portholes for the guns, the 
captain took his trick at the wheel and 
ofiicers and men, regardless of rank, bare- 
footed and with trousers rolled up, scrub- 
bed and holystoned decks. Yet in that 
strangely gathered body of men were some 
of the best blood of the south. Historic 
names were there. Lieutenant Lee, son 
of Admiral Lee, commandant of the Phil- 
adelphia navy yard at the opening of the 
war, and nephew of General Robert E. 
Lee, was our third lieutenant and had 
seen service on the Georgia and Florida. 
Oour chief engineer and paymaster were 
from the Alabama, and every commissioned 
officer was u graduate of the naval acad- 
emy at Annapolis and had seen previous 
service, But all felt the necessity of the 
hour and lieutenant, assistant surgeon, 
boatswain and foremast hands. of whom 
there were but seven in all, kept watch 
and watch. But at length everything was 
Put im shipshape, thalvards coildd and 
decks made shining. We were - all 
called aft, officers and men, to ‘splice the 
on et geld —*. proceeding much 
lal tow o .

when there were too many prisoners we | 


had to see that they did not rise and take 
possession of the vessel.” 

He then resumed his narrative: “After 
our first capture, sailing steadily to the 
south seas, and destroying a ship nearly 
every other day, on the evening of Novem- 
ber 15th we were on the equator. Here 
his most saline and anciently enthroned 
majesty came on board and brought with 
him his numerous retinue, and the ceremo- 
ny of ming naturalized citizens of the 
deep had to be submitted to, many of the 
officers, including the assistant surgeon, un- 
dergoing the tonsorial brushing up of old 
Neptune. In these warm soutiern waters, 
with a clear sky and little to do, our quota 
of men was now nearly made up—the hours 
seemed like links of sunshine. In the en- 
chantment of the bright dream one would 
forget at times that our occupation was 
less than pence. Then euddenly a sail 
would be <descried, and ail would be bus- 
tle; top sails would be shaken out, and for- 
ging ahead, our guns wouid ring out the 
iron voice of war. The lowering of a flag 
and transferring of a crew would follow, 
and then in sacrificial flame would go up 
to the blue sky one more of the enemy’s 
ships. leaving a blot in the memory of an 
otherwise cloudless tropical day. 

“One day we overhauled a New Bed- 
frd whaler attached to a whale. It was 
the case of the big fish eating up the lit- 
tle one, and we were the largest in that 

ond just then. So the whaling barque 

“iward of New Bedford went up in flame 
and smoke. Christmas day saw us 
flying before a twelve knot breeze under a 
cloudless sky. 

“Surprising latitudes these to a lands- 
man, who, when from days to days finds 
himself going before a sweeping gale with- 
out one cloud to be seen, naturally asks, 
where does the wind come from? On the 
27th of December we came in the harbor 
of the Island of Tristan de Acunha, the 
principal of a group of islands in the south 
Atlantic. In its seventeen families, nearly 
a\] the principal nations are represented. 
Here we landed our prisoners and left 
them a three months’ supply of provisions. 
Fortunately for us we made a short stop 
at this island; for afterwards, when in 
Kurope, we were told that just twelve hours 
after we had left the harbor the United 
States man-of-war Iroquoise steamed in, 
and hurriedly taking on board the prisoners, 
weighed anchor and stood for Cape Town, 
a favorite rendezvous of the Alabama. 
Happily, we were bound for Melbourne 
and did not stand near the cape in doub- 
ling it. Two days later the little island 
of St. Paul, about four miles in extent, 
and rising in beautiful plateaus, swelled 
up before us, and the weather being calm, 
we laid-to ouside its harbor. Entering ‘its 
basin in a yawl, we found that the waters 
must be over an extinct crater, as they 
were hot enough to boil penguin eggs. 
These birds rose like clouds before us. 
Here we found to our surprise three French- 
men. They were employed curing. fish, 
while their vessel was off for another catch. 
Besides their rude quarters we were taken 
to visit the residence of the owner of the 
island, who lived in France, and were as- 
tonished to find here, afar from all 
the word, apartments displaying all that 
luxury, wealth and culture sue¢gested, in- 
cluding a library of nearly 1.000 volumes. 
No bolt held or key unlocked this; it was 
all as open as the Garden of Eden to our 
first parents. On our departure the hospit- 
able Frenchmen presented us with a sup- 
ply of cured fish and half a barrel of pen- 
guin eggs. 

“Two days later we fell in with and 
gave chase to the bark Delphine of Sears- 
port, Maine. The captain, a plucky fellow. 
showed high heels for some time and not 
until the third solid shot almost cut away 
his fore rigging did he come to. He told 
the boarding officer that his wife was ill 
and could not be removed. This necessi- 
tated a visit from the ship’s assistant sur- 
geon, who found as plump and healthy a 
specimen of the sex as the Pine Tree 
State ever produced. Laughing heartily 
when asked if she were ill she said ‘No.’ 
She was a brave, cultivated woman and 
I was real sorry that the ruse failed, as I 
wanted to see the ship spared. She was 
now ordered to gather her -ffects, which, 
excepting her piano, was taken to the 
Shenandoah, where Captain Waddell gave 
up one of his cabins to Captain and Mrs. 
Nichols, late of the bark Delphine. 

‘‘We were now nearing the coast of Aus- 
traliag and on the 25th day of January, 
1865, entered the port o fMelbourne. Nev- 
er was conquering flag at peak hailed with 
such honors as were given us upon that 
bright, tropical morning. Steamer, tug, 
boat. yacht, all Melbourne in fact, with its 
180,000 souls, seemed to have outdone it- 
self in welcome to the confederates. Flags 
dipped, cannon boomed and men in long 
thousands cheered as we moved slowly 
up the channel and dropped anchor. The 
telegraph had told of our coming from down 
the coast, where we had heen sighted with 
confederate flag flying and the English 
papers had said that the great Semmes 
was on board. Evidently the heart of 
colonial] Britain Was in our cause. 

_ “An official note sent to Sir Charles Dar- 
ling, governor of the colony, asking leave 
to take coal and make repairs, brought a 
letter granting the privilege, with the wish, 
however, that we do so as quickly as pos- 
sible. But upon examination it was found 
that four weeks would be required for we 
repairs, and that the ship must be dry- 
docketed and to do this the government slip 
must be used. Here was a dilemma for 
the governor. The United States consul 
was demanding of him that we be ordered 
out of the harbor, and we, as recognized 
belligerents were demanding to stay. He 
‘darst’ and he ‘dars’nt,’ as the gamins say. 
At length he reluctantly yielded leave for 
full repairs. Now another trouble arose. 
Two questionable men were thought to be 
on board the Shenandoah and were wan- 
ted by the governor. His police came with 
a search warrant, but were indignantly re- 
fused permission to come on board by Cap- 
tain Waddell, who declared in a note to 
the governor that a ship-of-war was, as 
a natiou’s own territory, inviolable. The 
governor replied by placing a battalion of 
militia on the wharf, when Captain Wad- 
dell gave four hours to the governor to take 
away the troops or he and his crew would 
leave the ship and call for the vengeance 
of his government. In less than the given 
time the troops were removed. 

‘“Excepfing this unpleasantness, our stay 
in Meibourne was one round of pleasure 
and honors. We were given free rides 
on the railroads to any point. From com- 
mander down to grayback, all had their 
free passes. The wealthies® club in Mel- 
bourne elected us honorary members. Bar- 
ry Sullivan, then playing ‘Othello,’ gave us 
an especial night, when with true British 


gusto the flaring bills read, ‘Under the dis- | 


tinguished patronage of the officers of the 
Confederate S. S. Shenandoah.’ ‘There 
we looked down upon an auditorium pack- 
ed to suffocation. as we sat in the royal 
box. One hundred miles away, at Balla- 
rat, a red letter day was set apart for our 
reception. Only seven of us could attend. 
The entire town came out to greet us, and 
across the main street on a triumphal 
arch of flowers were the letters in garland, 
‘Welcome to Ballarat.’ 

“At length the ship came off the ways, 
and two days were given to receive visi- 
tors, during which time thousands availed 
themselves of the opportunity. At length, 
on the 28th of February, we put to sea with 
our full complement of men, and on the 1st 
of April entered the harbor of Ascension 
island. Here jin this little, almost land- 
locked harbor, ‘were four whalers, and after 
the bare-legged king of the island had con- 
descended to. say where he wished them 
sunk so as not to destroy good anchorage 
in his harbor, we set fire and scuttled the 
fleet. Great events were going on then at 
home, but we were oblivious of their oc- 
currence. Affer staying at Ascension is- 
land eleven days, we hove our anchor and 
started for jhe coast of Japan. As we 
neared the poast, thousands of robbins 
came on deck and, falling exhausted from 
the rigging. fvere picked up in buckets full 
and prov a great change for salt 
horse. 

“With 7.ow to the north we found our- 
selves ony he 27th of May in the Okhotsk 
sea, off ti,2 coast of Kamchatka. Here 
we destroytd the ship Abigail, of New Bed- 
We found ourselves one day after 
a fog had cleared, in a field of ice. As far 
as the cre could range on every side ex. 
tended the ice floe.. It was five feet thick 
on our port side, whi/e on our starboard it 
rose up on a level wit. our sails, that, froz- 
en from the drizzling of the night before 
laid like boards across the masts. The floe 
and we were, moved in its vise- 


} 


like clasp. It grated against the frail 
timbers that now only stood between us 
and death, as if envious that ite realm 
had been invaded, and wanting to reach 
with its cold grasp the intrader. Lsps un- 


‘used to prayer now sent up a supplication. 


Added to all, as if to mock our miseries, 
a group of walruses climbed clumsily out of 
the sea and began disporting themselves 
so near that we could almost touch them. 
Gradually, as hope began to sink, the sun 
slowly came upon the scene. Though low 
in the north, it brought hope and warmth. 
The long, cold northern day that knows no 
sunset Was upon us with its low, mocking 
noon. The sails began to lose their rig- 
ged bend. the ice loosened and we forged 
ahead. Then lowering our propeller in the 
wake thus made, we pusbed sternwise out 
of the terrible ice floe. 

“We had now enough of floe ice; our er- 
rand was not that of a Frank‘in or a Kane, 
but to follow wherever the hardy whaler 
went. We sailed into Behring sea and 
chasing a bark which proved to be the Rob- 
ert Downs, an Englishman with a Rus- 
sian flag flying, we answered to the call 
that he was the Prince Petropoliski bound 
for a cruise. Our boutswain, a broad Mile- 
sian, with a touch of Sclav upon his tongue, 
was our spokesman, therefore it was easy 
to imagine how this unpronounceable name 
must have sounded through the trumpet 
from such an auti-Russian source. 

“On the 18th of June we made St. Law- 
rence island, and its HEsquimaux ‘inhabi- 
tants came out to trade with us. ‘They 
brought out walrus tusks and fur, which 
we declined to barter for. The cook, how- 
ever, brought from the galley a slush buck- 
et of odds and ends of grease and food, 
and our hittle stunted friends squatted upon 
the deck in silence and dug deeply with 
their hands into the mixed viands. A pound 
of tallow candles to each served as dessert, 
and which the king’s meal to an ksquimaux 
Was at an end, they departed with full 
hearts and stomachs. 

“On the 27th of June, after destroying 
much shipping in Behring sea, we captured 
the Susan Abigail, twenty-eight days from 
San Francisco. ‘hen, for the first time, 
we heard that the war was over. But as 
the captain could show no proof, not even 
au newspaper, we set it down as a smart 
yankee trick, thought of to save his ship. 
On the 5th of Ju!y occurred our greatest 
day’s work—perhaps the greatest destruc- 
tion ever served upon an enemy in a sinégle 
day by one ship. The morning came heavy 
and thick with fog. Suddenly across our 
bows swept something; in the fog we 
thought we could outiine a ship. A gun 
brought ‘to a bark. Soon her flaming form 
broke upon the fog and told her fate. She 
bad nearly run us down in the thickness of 
the weather. The fog now rising disclosed 
a wide bay or roadstead, in which were 
anchored with their sails half furled, a large 
fleet of whaling vessels of every rig. They 
were mostly from New Bedford. Before 
entering upon our work we counted them; 
there were eleven. Soon the work of de- 
mand, surrender, debarkation and conflagra- 
tion began. Two were saved and bonded 
to take home the other crews. Then fol- 
lowed the torch and auger. Never before 
had these far latitudes beheld 
such a dread scene of devastation as 
this, as ship after ship went up in flame. 
We had been ordered to wipe out the whal- 
ing marine of the enemy; and now, after 
the government that had so ordered had 
been itself destroyed, we, unwittingly, were 
dealing the enemy our hardest blows—not 
our enemy, if we knew the facts, and we 
were making of ourselves the enemy of 
mankind. 

“Re-entering the Arctic seas we cruised 
some days without success. Then turning 
bgck to Behring sea we pointed our prow to 
the south. The second day of August was 
clear and bright, ang the sea smooth. The 
cry of ‘a sail’ brought all minds to atten- 
tion. But alas, it was not to revive the 
old scenes. The Shenandoah had done 
her last work, and the now on-comng 
craft was to bring to us tidings of con- 
sternation and despair. She showed the 
English flag, but this to us was a small 
matter. Half our prizes had done this. 
Her double topsai# yards (a yankee rig) 
were thought sufficient identity. She proved 
however, to be the English ship arra- 
coutta,’ two days out from San Francisco. 
Her captain informed our boarding officer 
that the war was over, and produced New 
York and San Francisco papers telling us 
for the first time of the great and closing 
scenes of the fearful drama: the surrender 
of Lee, the capture of Richmond, the as- 
sassination of Lincoln, and the final collapse 
of the confederacy. Quick as thought 
Captain Waddell now swung his guns be- 
tween decks, closed the portholes, and the 
‘Shenandoah’ was again a craft of peace. 
A council of § officers was now 
held to decide what course to pur- 
sue. The opinion of each was ked and 
given. Some were in favor of sailing to 
Melbourne, others for Valparaiso or New 
Zealand, Captain Waddell, although in the 
minority, decided in favor of Liverpool. 
We had no flag and no country, but we 
had sailed from England and to England 
we would row return. We were not aware 
that from one of the bonded ships which we 
had sent to San Francisco with the crews 
of herself and others, had gone the word 
by telegraph to Washington of our depre- 
dations and that President Johnson had 
issued a proclamation of outlawry against 


Ss. 

“The crew of the Shennandoah were now 
all called aft and Captain Waddell in a 
brief address told them of our altered 
condition and of his decision to sail to 
Liverpool. The men gave three cheers to 
their commander and pressed forward to 
their duties with a will, while the ship’s 
prow was pointed to Cape Horn. On our 
way we sighted many ships, some nearing us 
would send up sighals, but would receive 
no answer. We had lost our voice and 
manners with our occupation and all we 
thought of now was to get to the other side 
of this terrestial globe as soon as possi- 
ble. We had but seven days’ coal supply 
and must husband this for an emergency. 
It came in rounding Gape Horn, when we 
were obliged by stress of weather to fall 
upon its use. We now laid our course for 
our destination and every day was closing 
in the miles that separated us from our 
fate. How far the world had gone in the 
last few months we did not know. We 
had been beyond its pale. Amd now, 
wanderers without a home, we had not 
even that which usually follows successful 
privateering—money, for we had = sailed 
against the flag of the United States, not 
to plunder its citizens, but to destroy its 
commerce, We were imbued with no grasp- 
ing thoughts of wealth. The success of our 
cause was what we had sailed for, and now 
that we had no cause, we were poor indeed. 
What we had done was all under the open 
mandate of honorable warfare, recognized 
as such by the oddest and most powerful 
of the maritme and naval nations, when 
she declared we were beligerents, thus re- 
cognizing that the flag we bore was a na- 
tional flag. But on the other hand, we 
knew the United States had never recogniz- 
ed the southern states to be in secessiun, 
and, inasmuch as we were unsuccessful, 
we could hardly know what to expect. But 
the vastness of the movement, greater in 
extent and completion of design than any- 
thing in history, embodying within itself 
millions of men who had sprung full armed 
and as in one step to war, was beyond 
the pale of international or of national prec- 
edent. 

“Then, too, we felt something must be 
expected of the great nation that had al- 
lowed its people to enter heart and soul 
into our cause. Would she stand by us 
now in our day of trial? These were our 
varying thoughts and hopes against the un- 
certain future, when on the Sth of Novem- 
ber land was descried. Up from the water 
rose the Welsh hills. Distance lending her 
charm to their purpeling heather, smoothed 
down their rough exterior as they rose 
from the water, bright in the autumn sun- 
light. Now the clear headlands of the Angle- 
sey, rising high out of St. George’s chan- 
ne’, stood more near, and a pilot swept 
alongside. He asks us to sbow our flag. 
We say we have no flag. Then answers 
the servant of the nations, ‘cannot go on 
board your ship.’ A hurried consultation 
—an anxious exchange of inquiring looks 
—what shall we do now—we have but one 
flag—shall we raise it? It was the flag to 
which we had sworn allegiance. Shall we 
lift it once more to the breeze, in defiance 
of the world—if needs be, and, defying all 
be constant to that cause which we had 
sworn to maintain until we knew there was 
no confederacy, and that ours in truth was 
a fost cause? ‘We will say 
all. hearts with one 


‘And fet this pilot, or any other 
refuse to recognize us if they will.’ Then, 
for the last time, was brought up from its 
treasured place below the sacred banner of 
the fair south, to wave its last defiant wave 
and flap its last ensanguined flap against 
the winds of fate, before going forever 
upon the page of history. Out upon the free 
day it flashed, and the far shores of Eng- 
land seemed to answer its brave appeal— 
that the banner that had led 1,000,000 
men to many victorious battles should now

He calls for a line, 
swings himself over the old warships’s side, 
and up the noble Mersey, thirteen months 
after the departure from the Thames, and 
just six months, lacking four days, after 
the war ended, sailed the confederate ship- 
of-war Shenandoah. 

“Half way up the river a fleet of English 
men-of-war lay anchored in the channei. 
The pilot was directed to bring his vessel 
alongside the flagship—her majesty’s frig- 
ate ‘Donegal,’ Captain Painter. Surren- 
dering to that officer, Captain Waddell im- 
mediately dispatched a note to Karl Rus-

sell, at that time premier, stating his situ- | 
| tion; that at the close of the hostilities he | 
| Was engaged in open war far away from any 


means of communication with the world, 
and that as soon as he was informed of 
the tide of events he had headed his ship 
for England. That it would have been im- 
prudent for him to have sailed for a United 
States port, having only a newspaper report 
of the close of hostilities. Uncertain what to 
do, Ne had sailed for tngland. He d.d net 
feel that he could destroy his ship, or g.ve 
her over to any nation but to the United 
States, into whose hands, by the fortune 
of war all other property of the late con- 
federacy had fallen. He had sought for 
light in the books at his command, but 
could find none. History. he thought, left 
him no precedent. Three days of intense 
suspense followed, when we were informed 
that all who answered to the question 
‘What nationality? and should answer 
‘Southerner,’ should be entitled to leave the 
ship. Of course all answered as they were 
instructed, and officers and crew parted as 
they had met on that great Liverpool dock 
thirteen months before. 

‘The ship was turned over to the United 
States consul at Liverpool, who tried to 
send her to America, but she refused. 
Three days out she encountered a heavy 
étorm and returned in a battered condition. 
After some months lying elephant-like on 
the hands of the American government, she 
was sold at auction tO the sultan of Zanzi- 
bar who used her as a pleasure craft. But 
some years later as if disgusted with a life 
With such ignoble ease, she suddenly foun- 
dered with all on board. 

“Such is the story of the Shenandoah 
and her historic cruise. Sbs had in her 
short career circumnavigated the globe, 
had printed the memory of the stars 
and bars upon every sea, and from sun- 
land never changing tropic skies, to the 
feir Arctie zone, the boom of her gun 
had commanded the marine of he ene- 
my to surrender.

There is every indication that the opera 1s 
bright and funny, and that Lillian has found 
another big winner. 

What a wonderful woman she is, to be sure! 
The most beautiful woman on ‘the stage today 
—who can gainsay it?—the possessor o? a lg- 
ure whose divinity has never been questioned 
by anybody who has even been in a position 
to judge, and at the same time of a voice 
whose excellence would warrant its owner es- 
saying any of the roles of grand opera—she is 
rara avis indeed. A queer career has been 
hers. 

She started in her public career as a chorus 
girl in Rice’s ‘Pinafore’ company and neither 
her beauty nor her voice attracted any atten- 
tion then. She had some know:.edge of music 
and to improve it sought the acquaintance of 
Harry Braham, the conductor of the orchestra 
of Rice’s company. After a time he offered to 
marry ber and the young girl accepted him. 
That there was no professional moti¥e behind 
the conductor’s offer, that he had no thought 
of her stage success, is shown iu the fact that 
he took her off the boards and for a time kept 
ber off. a 

‘Then came the perféd in My life in which 
the salary to be deriged from my voice became 
a necessity,”’ she says ti her published remin- 
iscences. 

This was in 1879, when her husband was 
conductor at Tony Pastor’s concert hail on 
Broadway. Pastor permitted her to attempt 
ballad singing and when he introduced the 
burlesques of ‘“Olivetie,”” “The Pirates of 
Penzance” and other comic operas she was in 
the casts. She became so popuiar in these 
buriesques that she was offered and accepted 
an engagement at the Casino. The comic 
opera in which she appeared was “‘Billee Tay- 
jor,’’ and the composer, Edward So:omon, was 
also the conductor. At that time Miss Russell 
was the most popular favorite in the city, and 
was very generaliy referred to as “‘queen of 
the dudes.’’ Great was the astonishment, 
therefore, when it was discovered that she 
had eloped with the insignificant littie Hebrew 
known as “Teddy’’ Solomon, who nine years 
before had married Jane Isaacs, or Lilly Gray, 
as she was known on the concert hall pro- 
grammes. 

Miss Russell traveled to Europe and about 
this country with Solomon for neariy four 
years as his wife, and meauwhiie Mr. Braham 
applied for a divorce from her. This was 
granied, and four days later ‘“Teddy’’ and Lil- 
lian went over to Hoboken and were married. 

They lived together, so Miss Russell says, for 
twwo years, @uring which time the popularity 
of Miss Russel) stitl grew, and the number of 
her personal: admirers increased. ‘*Teddy’’ 
grew jealous and ILuaillan indifferent to his 
jealousy. They separated and he returned ‘to 
London, where he Was arrested by the other 
ZAllian for bigamy. 

lt was early in 1S87 that *‘Teddy’’ was ar- 
rested, and proof was adduced that he was not 
jegaliy married to Miss Russell. Yet it. was 
not until af few days ago that 
ghie saw tix to apply for a_ legal 
separation from the man to whom she was not 
legally united. Her application was instantly 
granied. 

Meau'ttime she has led the life of many foot- 
light favorites. She has had many adenirers, 
and they have come and gone like flowers, 
basking for a time in the sunshine of her al- 
most peeriess ioveliness, then drooping and 
disappearing in the shadow of others. But a 
little while ago she rode in the carriages of a 
wealthy New Yorker, emwrapped in the lap- 
robes of every luxury. Gossip said it was for 
him she sought the annulment of her marriage 
with “Teddy.” That was tbree days ago. 
Now rumor couples her name with that of an 
acquaintance she made while playing iu Chi- 
cugo some weeks ago.

A younger brother had been em- 
ployed in-the mills, but lost his place when 
wages were cut down. ‘This was about the 
story, and there are plenty more like it 
that come from the purple lips of starv- 
ing people. 1 know there are many chari- 
tuble societies here and they are ail doing 
their full share of helpful work, 
but there can’t be too much good work 1p 
the world. It would take the personal 
attention and the personal giving of every 
well-to-do man and woman in this ¢ity to 
supply the barest for this winter 
of all the people who have been thrown 
out of employment or disabled by illness.

In the Richmond game, the chances ap- 

‘ar to be in Virgima’s favor, and, bar- 
ring incidents, the boys from Charlottes- 
ville will prove themselves the better foot- 
ballists. North Carolina opened the season 
with fine prospects. With but one excep- 
tion, all of her victorious team of ’92 were 
in college, and with Barnard, the clever 
quarter-back as captain, everything seems 
well for the team’s success. Ajmost MWe: 
diate y after training began, five of the 
best men were laid off with severe injuries: 
This interfered greatly with the develop- 
ment of tue team play. The early games 
cime on and the results were discouragins. 
With substitutes on the team it lost to the 
Virginia Military inetitute and to ‘Trinity, 
though had it not been for the ab- 
sence of the strongest men in her line, 
North Carolina would doubtless bave 
taken both games. It has only been with- 
in the past ten days that the team play at 
Chapel Hik has appeared creditable and it 
is hardly possible that in this point the 
North State men will equal the Virginians. 

The proteges of Thomas Jefferson have 
been under the excellent coaching of *‘John- 
ny” Poe, of Princeton fame, who has de- 
veloped fine team work in the Virginias’ 
play. Eis coaching of the backs has been 
particularly valuable and much of the 
Princeton style is now noticed in 
their work. Again, Virginia has 
been fortunate throughout the season. No 
serious injury has occurred to any of her 
men and with the exception of karly, the 
entire team has been able to train together. 
Virginia has beaten Johne Hopkins and 
Trinity this season. The eleven will go 
into the game at Richmond next Thursday 
swely with the chances in its favor and 
it will be a great surprise if North Caro- 
lina conquers the orange and lue—and 
yet the game in Atlanta last fail was a 
big surprise. 

The result of the Nashville game is not 
easily foretold. Vanderbilt and the Univer- 
sity of the South have met once before 
this season. In that game, on October 
28th, Vanderb.!t won, 10 to 8 but the re- 
sult cannot be relied upon as an index to 
the outcome of the contest next Thursday. 
Vanderb It is under the coaching and cap- 
tuiney of Kellar, who played on the team 
of A. A. Stagg, Yale’s famous base anal 
football player, when his team chagrinned 
Harvard by scoring in 1891. He ix an «x- 
cellent man but be seems to have met with 
poor success in getting Vanderbilt to exe- 
ete end runs, though the past week her 
interference has improved wonderfuily: 
Vanderl'lt seems wedded to bucking the 
line. This is slow and not always sure for 
the chances of fumbling and losing the ball 
are increased. On the other hand Sewrnee 
plays with more dash, and her interference» 
is superor. Alex Sheppard is a fine cap- 
fain and himself as good a line hitter as 
there is in the south. His team has im- 
proved much since the first game, as has 
Vanderbilt also. ‘The contest on Thanks- 
sivying will be marked with much better 
football than the game in October; it wll 
aie), in my opinion, be very c.ose and it 
is hard to pick the winner, though Vander- 
b lt has slightly the better prospect. 

The eontests in Riehmond and Nashville 
will exh'bit the south’s best development 
of football. These wl prove the ‘eadin¢g 
games of 1893 and those who witnessed 
the contests in Atlanta last fall and see 
the play in Richmond or Nashville next 
Thureday will note a very marked progres: 
‘n southern football. Aside from these 
leading battles, Thanksgiving day will wit- 
Ness Inany minor struggles. Nearly every 
city of prominence will be the scene of 
football play; athletic clubs, colleges and 
academies throughout the south w I} hare 
their teams in play on thet day and more 
than ever before will footibat! be a topic 
for discussion in southern bomes, when 
friends meet around the Thanksgiving 
feast. Now that the season Is over it may 
he interesting ro cliance prietly at ithe h s- 
tor of the yuliec in the south. 
Few, even of football enthne ists, 

how recent is the introduction 
of the game among our colleges, or how 
rapid has been its progress. | 

Football, according to the intercollegiate 
rules., was first played in the south by 
Johns Hopkins, where Johnson Poe, Archer 
and Carey Gamble, old Princeton players 
of fine repute, introduced the game in 1SN-+4. 
The game was not a favorite then and 
other southern colleges were slow to adopt 
it. Indeed, Hopkins stoal alone until 
1887. when the University of Virginia 
placed her first revularly organized 
team in the field. Still the game was 
but litde considered and it was not until 
two vears later, in TS8Y, that any other 
schools of importance ventured io follow 
Johns ‘Hopkfius and Virginia. In that 
vear Trinity, of North Carolina, Wake For- 
est and the University of North Carolina 
played their first football and some ol 
the minor Virginia colleges began to organ- 
The following year the game was in- 
Tennessee, when Vanderbilt 
defeated the University ot Nashville on 
Thanksgiving. In- 1801 the University of 
the South adopted the came as a fall sport 
and the same fall the University of Geor- 
gia and the Alabama Agricultural and 
Mechanical college tirst regularly ntro- 
dueed foorball in their respective states. 
They raet in Athiuia that season before a 
erowd of 5.000 and, after a close contest, 
the men from Alabama won. Last year 
the ‘Yexus schools took up the -zame and 
in Louisiana it also took 2 prominent stand; 
1802 marked the generaligation of the 
guine in the south, and this fall found 
every school af ‘prominepire interested 
in the sport, anxious to secure football su- 
premacy. So the game found a 
place among the sports of our college men 
they entered into development with 
characteristic desh and determination. 
When the handicaps to successtul foot- 
bal! «hat then existed is “considered, the 
suceess that has followed the work of 
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marvelous. The chief difficulties in the 
way of southern football were the entire 
absence of native coaches; the indifference 
of the public to the game, meaning poor 
financial support: the reluctanee and in 
many cases refusal of the authorities to 
grant sufficient time for proper training, 
and the difficulty experienced in getting 
men of fine football qualifications at the 
several colleges to apply for the teams. 
Of these the latter, of course, was most 
easily overcome. Southern college men 
have not been slow to enter into the spirit 
of the sport and this season few complaints 
have been heard of dearth of applicants, 
Of the other handicans it can be said that 
the present seasan has done much to re- 
move them. Wiitie the necessity 
of employing coacuers from the eastern 
colleges has net entirely ceased, yet we no 
tice at several southern colBeges this fall 
the presence of old graduate players who 
were there aiding in the training of the 
teams. In the course of a few years there 
will be an abundance of alumni coachers,

With a Capital Stock of $300,000 It 
Pays $450,000 Dividends. 


AND HAS A SURPLUS OF 7,000,000. 


A Hundred Dollar Share of Its Stock Is 
W orth $4,900—The Bank of the 
Landed Gentry. 


From The New York World. 

Government bonds are very good things 
to own, but how would you like to have 
your money invested in stock of the Chem- 
lcal bank? There are 5,000 shares, and 
when the bauk was organized they cost 
$100 apiece. The few fortunate ho.ders 
of these shares today draw dividends of 1050 
per cent on them. 

Government bonds pay 4 per cent a year. 
As security they are a little better than 
Chemical bank stock. As long as the gov- 
ernment ut Washington sti/ lives, so long, 
probably, will the Chemical bank continue 
on its uninterrupted course of prosperity. 
lt is the strongest bank in America. 

Its capital stock is $300,000 and it pays 
out in dividends annually $450,000. It 
could just as well pay out a milion a year 
for several years. It has a surplus of over 
§7,000,000. The stockholders, however, are 
very well satisfied with the dividends as 
they are. In 1888, when the rate of the 
annual dividend was increased from 100 
per cent to 150 per cent, one of the largest 
holders of stock made a strenuous objec- 
tion. 

“I'd rather see my money- kept in the 
bank,” said he. “i cannot invest it any- 
where else where it will carn so much for 
me.’’ 

Wall streeg goes wild when Manhattan 
or some other steck goes up to 160. Yet 
a $100 share of the Chemical bank is 
ugoted at 4,000. It is many months since 
a save has been made. Stockholders in 
this bank seldum die and never want to 
well. 

A Cluse Corporation. 

It is only when some one doves die or some 
vast estate is finally settied up that a share 
of stock is Kkely to change hands. Long 
before the time for the actual transfer it 
has been determined who is to be the for- 
tunate buyer. No outsider has the ghost 
of a show. The bank is the closest kind 
of a close corporation. Its stockholders 
are few in number and the number grows 
fewer every decade. It is and always has 
been the policy of the bank to keep its 
wontrol in «a very few hands. So every 
share of stock is carefully located, and 
when there is seen a remote possibility 
of a shure changing hands, there is a con- 
suiravion, the ouvcome of which is a decis- 
jon that this faithful officer or that wealthy 
director is to have an opportunity of in- 
creasing his holding. 

The number and the identity of the men 
who own the 3,000 shares today is a bank 
secret. But the largest holders are known 
to be Robert and Ogden Goelet, James A. 
Roosevelt, President George G. Wiliams, 
Cashier Wiiliam J. Quinlan, -., Daniel 
W. Bishop, a son of Japhet Bishpp, one of 
the original incorporators, and Irederick 
W. Stevens. the lawyer, who married Jo- 
seph Sampson's daughter. Olu Joseph 
Sampson was one of those who aided in 
the organization of the Bank and Chemical 
(‘ompany in 1824. The Bishops were cous- 
ins of Miss Catharine Wolfe, a member of 
the bank’s first board of directors. 

Bank of the Landed Gentry. 

Ihe Chemical is the bank of the great 
landed estates of this country. If there be 
in America a chass corresponding to the 
“landed gentry” of England, then the 
Chemical is its financial institution. Among 
the bank’s depositors are the Astors, the 
(roelets, the Roosevelt estate, the Rhine- 
lander estate, the Lorillards, the Vander- 
bilts and some of the wealthiest corpora- 
tions. ‘The New York Central  raiiroad 
keeps its acdount there. Every wonth 
(hauneey M. Depew signs a check for 
$800,000 to cover the railroad’s payroll, 
and the Chemical bank’s cashier smiling.y 
bands out the cash. 

the Ch. mical Bank. 


James Gordon Bennett, the elder, and 
his son, the present proprietor of The Her- 
rid, have deposited with the Chemical smce 
1855. 

There are men in this city who have 
been in control of millions ever since they 
attained their majority, and whose hair is 
iow streaked with gray, who have never 
signed a check except on the Chemical bank 
plank. They would no more think of doing 
business with another financial institution 
than a young Astor would tuaink of viola- 
ting the family tradition that real estate 
exists to be bought and not sold. It was 
part of their early business training. A 
man whose family has been identified with 
the Chemica’ is more likely to change his 
religion than his bank. 

This tends to conservatism, of course. 
With a different set of men in actual 
control of the bank it might breed old- 
fozyism. But there is not a trace of cobwebs 
about the way the Chemical bank does bus- 
iness. Its methods are and always have 
been careful and deliberate, but never sel- 
fish. Protection to the depositors is the first 
consideration. ‘The bank has at all times 
been ready to stand by the country 
and its business meu and financial institu- 
tions when danger threatened. Its im- 
mense, strong boxes have enabled it to 
be generous in times of stringency. The 
interests of the stockholders have never suf- 
fered through this policy. 

Paid «old in 1861-65. 

During the civil war the Chemical was 
the only bank in the city which redeemed 
its notes in gold. Ail the other banks sus- 
pended specie payments, but the Chemical 
gave the holders of its note for $1, a goid 
dollar that cost $2.80. “As good as gold” 
and “as good as a Chemical bank note” be- 
came synonyms in the business world. 

In the panic of ISS4 when the deposits 
in every other bank in the city fell off. the 
Chemical not only held its own, but showed 
an increase of deposits. Timid men with- 
Grew their money from other tnstitutions 
and carried it to the Chemical. During 
the financial stringency this last sumurer, 
when the clearing house committee of the 
associated banks issued nearly S835.000,0G00 
of certificates, the Chemical put its strong 
boxes at the disposal of its weaker neigh- 
bors, but it never took out a dollar in cer- 
tificates itself. Nearly al! of these cer- 
titicutes have been retired now, but 
Chemical still holds more than a million 
and a half of them. (These certificates are 
fn good asset today, however doubtful they 
may have been two or three months ago. 
They bear 6 per cent interest. 

The Chemical has about 2,800 deposit- 
ors, and not: 2 Wall street broker or specu- 
lator among them. The bank is out of the 
etock exchange atmosphere. It is doubtful 
if President Williams and Cashier Quinlan 
glance at the busy ticker twice a day in 
ordinary times. The down-town banks 
that keep the aeccounts of stock exchange 
brokers have tickers placed in the presi- 
dent's offices and the tape is an object of 
great interest and solicitude to them. The 
fluctuations of the market do not disturb 
the serenity of the Chemical’s officers. 
Their deposits are stable. A man who 
keeps a balance of $100,000 for a week 
and then runs it down to $2.50 in a dav. 
and the next day comes in with 850.000 
which may not be disturbed for several 
months, is not persona grata at the Chemi- 
eal bank. 

Has Enough Basinese. 

It is a theory of this institution that 
every deposit should pay its share of the 
expenses of the bank. When e2 deposit 
does not do this it is only a question of 
time when the depositor is politely, but 
firmiy, requested to withdraw his account. 
The Chemical is not looking for new de- 
positors.

But a “good thing” to the Chemical 
bank means a fair-sized deposit that will 
lie undisturbed for many weeks at a time. 

It is no eusy matter to open an account 
there. The applicant must have a proper 
introduction, preferable from some one 
who is ajready identified with the bank. 
Iie must tell where he deposited last and 
give a good reason why he wants to change. 
He wust be able to show that the de- 
posit will be one that will “bear its share 
of the expenses of the bank’’—in other 
words, a deposit by handling which the 
bank can make some money. If the 
personal character of the applicant is 
vouched for and no one of the directors 
can find any flaw in him he is received 
into the select circle of the depositors 
and given a bundle of Chemical bank 
plank checks, with the explicit under- 
stunding that they are not to be used ex- 
cept in ease of necessity. 

The privilege of writing a personal check 
on Chemical bank paper is a passport to 
a good many phices. it bas been known 
to be of vast assistance to a Man IM a 
soviul way as well as in business. 

The last statement of the Chemical bank 
was issued on October dd. Its individual 
deposits amount to nearly $20,000,000. 
Its total deposits, including those of ha- 
tional and state banks in varivus parts of 
the ¢ountry, are almost $25,000,000. No 
interest is paid on these deposits, but near- 
ly the entire amount is invested and bripg- 
ing an interest to the bank. ‘There is a 
surplus of about $7,000,000, Iiven if the de- 
posits were of the most unstable char- 
ucter—if the mouey was Lye 
ing pulled in and out of 
the bank every day—the investment of 
this enormous surplus would insure the pay- 
ment of very tidy dividends every year. 

Suppose it brought in only o per cent. 
That would mean $550,000, enough to pay 
more than a 10 per cent dividend. ‘he 
average bank pays 10 per cent a year on 
its stuck. But the income from the in- 
vestment of its surplus is only a drop 
in the bucket in Chemical bank profits. 
Because of the permanent character of its 
deposits there is nearly $20,000,000 in 
safe investments all the time. Much of 
this is in dividend-bearing securities. 

The bank’s statement is very interest- 
ing to a man who knows what the brief 
items mean. The Chemical tells the comp 
troller of the currency at Washington this 
month that among its resources are 
“loans and discounts, $19,4)40,018.25.” 
This means that every bit of that enor- 
mous amount, even the 25 cents at the 
tail end, is earning a profit for the stock- 
holders. The next item is “clearing-house 
certiticates issued by other banks, $1,5S0,- 
OOO.” That is an echo of the recent panic 
and it also conveys the information that 
“other banks” are paying 6 per cent in- 
terest to the Chemical on over a million 
and a half dollars. This is $2638 a day 
net income—the Chemical bank’s reward, 
or part of. it, for aiding its weaker as- 
socuites. 

No Style About It. 


With all its wealth and reputation, its 
building is unpretentious, it being but 
three stories high and its value being put 
down in the bank statement at $200,000. 
Alongside of it towers the new twelve-story 
building of the Shoe and Leather bank. 

The Chemical people are not at all dis- 
turbed by their modest appearance. ‘The 
dingy old building is their home and they 
have no intention of moving. They speak 
of the great pile next door as “the chim- 
ney,” but they always add something kind 
about the less wealthy and prosperous 
bank. 

“They are very nice, those Shoe and 
Leather people,” they say apologetically. 
“We have nothing but the kindest feelings 
for them. But we must have our little 
joke about the chimney, you kuow.” 

There is a storm door in front of the 
bank that has stood there all through the 
hot summer months. There is no imposing 
sign on the building and only a modest let- 
tering “Chemical Bank” on the windows. 
The bank bas only twenty-five feet front- 
agg and this makes just room inside for 
a narrow aisle, leading to the president 
and cashier’s desks in the rear and a 
busy bee-hive of desks behind a high railing 
where the tellers stand and count inoney ail 
day long. 

Recently another building, adjoining on 
the rear, with several windows on Chaim- 
bers street Was bought and altered so us 
to be made part of the bank. There is 
very good light and air*in this addition, 
and there the majority of the clerks and 
bookkeepers do their work. 

Cashier Quinlan hasn't even a roll-top 
desk. He wears an otlice coat during 
business hours that cost 50 cents. If you 
talk to him through a great open win- 
dow, big enough for two desperadvoes to 
leap through at once—provided they have 
been born brave enough to wake an assault 
upon the valuts of the Chemical bank— 
you will see lettered upon a glazed window 
“president’s room.” A hand points to a 
little room at the south corner of the build- 
ing, the door ot which always stands open. 
There is no porter to take in your card, 
no private secretary to come out and in- 
quire as to your business. If you want to sce 
President Williams you must walk in and 
see him. That’s all 

He js a millionaire many times over. He 
stands at the head of the strongest finan- 
cial institutions of America. He is presi- 
dent of the associated banks in the great- 
est reserve city in the country, the repre- 
sentative of more millions of money than 
a dozen ezars can count. His oftice door 
is never closed. 

The name Chemical is an odd one for a 
bank. John Morrison was in the drug 
business in this city in 1825. Nearly a 
quarter of a century before the Manhattan 
company had obtained a charter from the 
legistature giving a banking privilege in 
connection with an industrial project. ‘Mor- 
rison went to Albany and asked for a simi- 
lar charter and got it. With him the 
manufacture of chemicals was the main 
idea. The banking privilege was only a 
side issue. A factory was built on the 
North river, near what is now Thirty-fourth 
street. A banking house was opened on 
February 24, 1824, at No. 216 Broadway. 

For twenty years the company cashed 
drafts°and made chemicals. In 1844 the 
original charter expired, and a new one 
was obtained under the banking laws of the 
state. On February 26th of that vear. 
the Chemical bank, with John Qnent® 
Jones as president, in place of John Morri- 
son, was created by the rehabilitation of 
the manufacturing company’s banking bus- 
iness, and a transfer of accounts from the 
old to the new, with a subscribed Capital 
stock of 3,000 shares at $100 each.In the 
rew directory were John David Wolfe, C. 

. S. Roosevelt, Bradish Tohnson. Robett 
and Peter Goelet, Robert Met ‘oskery and 
Joseph D. Sampson, the rich auctioneer and 
the father of the present Marquise de Tal- 
leyrand-Perigoerd From that day prosper- 
ity has marked the bank's career. 

CpoOsicors Were encouraged. Invest- 
ments were made only upon mature deliher- 
ation, and most abundant security. the 
principle being that no dividends ‘should 
pe paid. All earnings were to go into a 
surplus, then facetiously alluded to by one 
of the stockholders as the “rainy day fund.”

The disturbances of 1861 told upon banks 
throughout the country, and the assistance 
extended by the Chemical to its depositors 
was of immense value. It paid no interest 
upon deposits, but it took care of y hat 
vas Intrusted to it, and in 1867 4 dividend 
of 6U per cent was paid. Again, jin 187? 
there Was an increage to a «lein 500 per 
cent, in six payments of 15 per ceut. and an 
extra 10 at the close of the year. since 
1888 the dividend has been 25 per cent 
every two months. 

The bank moved to its presont home in 
dow. It has never oeeiipied the two up- 
per floors of its building, and pever has 
and never will rent them to other t+: nts. 
Jt refuses to share its home with onv one 
else. In this it is like the Bank of Lng- 
land and other famous institutions across 
the water. 

President Jones died in 
Wilfiams succeeded him. He had been with 
the bank since 1841. William J. Quinlan, 
Jr., whom Mr. Williams chose as cashier, 
has been. an employe since 1861. The 
pojicy of the bank has been from the -be- 
ipuing to help those who trusted to its 
niegrity and to reward those who helped 
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course,” one/ of the directors said |

A Trip to the Famous Saltpetre Cave 
Near Kingston. 


OVER FIVE MILES UNDER THE EARTH, 


Some Legends About the Big Hole in the 
Ground—A Great Summer Hotel 
to Be Built There, 


Five miles under the earth! 
Plunged as far within the north Georgia 


mountains as from Atlanta to Decatur, 


wandering aimlessly about the cold, drip- 
ping walls, great nature has built there, 
folsowing in the trail of a flickering lantern, 
far from the light of day, climbiug, sliding, 
tramping, for hours and hours—such is the 
inspiration that hovers over a visitor to the 
great Saltpeter cave, of north G-orgia. 

It is strange, indeed, that this tiecorgia 
wonder, discovered years and years ago, 
has but recently come to win that tunk 
among the curious freaks of nature, it so 
richly deserves. Georgia has its ‘‘allulah 
falls, where pour the mighty waters that 
thunder down the courses of S:.vurnuah 
river to the sea; she has her beautiful Toc- 
coa falls, where sprinkles tbe foam and 
spray of the most picturesque ‘ive rivulet 
in the word; she has her charming Llue 
mountain tans; her famous’ springs, all 

rgling with water of medicinal valjue; 
er rising hills and sunny slopes: her sigh- 
ing pines, and her “marshes of «wlynn,” and 
all of them are famous in poetry and scng. 
But the greatest wonder of all the Georgia 


Visible means of support. It rings like 
a bell at the tap of a hammer, vibrates like 
a tuning fork and swings like a parachute. 
The head aches from nervousness when 
you walk beneath it.” 

But no newspaper reporter can show 
this cave up to its full and fair advantage. 
To see it, and only to see it, gives a full 
idea of it colossal size and its perplexing 
wonders. 

The approach to the cave is a rude, but 
Picturesque wagon road, leading over the 
mountains and through the smiling val- 
leys of the country between kingston and 
Cave mountain. To visit the cave in the 
autumn one gets a fine advantage of all 
the beauty of this section of country, with 
the trees all tinted red and gold, forming 
with their variezated hues a scene of extra- 
ordinary magnificence beneath the blazing 
sun of a glorious November day. 

You are met at Kingston by an old- 
fashioned, picturesque wagon drawn by two 
stout mules and driven by a darky of the 
old school, as black as the ace of spades 
and as obedient as a school boy just from 
the whipping closet. After a drive of half 
an hour you are landed at the foot of the 
mountain within a few yards of the en- 
trance to the cave. You find yourself upon 
the very spot where stood the old saltpeter 
factory in war times, when this cave was 
found so useful in supplying this ingredi- 
ent for the manufacture of gun powder for 
use in the great conflict between the states. 


Coloneh Mark Hapiin, thé well-known 
clerk. of the house of representatives, is 
the owner of the cave, and has been ever 
since before the war. He can show to- 
day every spot where stood the furnace 
that made the saltpeter for use in the 
war. He tells of many interesting stores 
that have gone to history about the inci- 
dents of the war, in which figured the 
gunpowder made from the saltpeter. It 
is said that nobody has ever been able 
to date back the discovery of this cave. 
Some say that saltpeter was taken from 
this eave for the manufacture of gun- 
powder for use in the war of 1812. It 
is said that th epowder used in_ the

wonders has but recently come to claim 
that recognition at the hands of curiosity 
and pleasure seekers, which nov, at last, 
bids fair to make Saltpeter cave the most 
popular summer resort in the south, and 
the most interesting spot ‘n this entre re- 
gion of country. 

The news that a great summer )ote? is 
soon to be erected at the very mouth of 
this wonderful freak of nature, wil be 
hailed with gratification and tslight ¢very- 
where. It is given out upon ood euthor- 
ity that sufficient capital bis alrea ly been 
interested to build this handsome palace of 
a summer hotel, and to construct a rai'rcad 
line from Kingston, on the Wesiern end 
Atlantic, through the mountain, te the 
place. This wil) place Saltpeter cave w:th- 
in easy reach of pleasure seekers, and wid, 
from the very outset, cause untold interest 
to center there. 

From far and near visitors have come 
ever since the war and, in fact, ong before 
the war, even when railroad facilities were 
an unknown luxury, to witness the won- 
drous sights embosumed by Cave mountain. 
Much has been written in the scientific, as 
well as the purely literary periodicals of 
the land, from time to time concerning the 
value of this cave, but never has justice 
been done it in all the graphic descriptions 
from the standpoint of a curiosity and pleas- 
ure seeker. 

Among the descriptions that have been 
written by visitors to the cave in the past, 
it is interesting to quote from an article in

All of these facts make the history 
of the cave of double interest. 

Leaving the discovery of the great cave 
and its scientific origin to the historians 
and the scientists, it is far more inter- 
esting here and now to take a walk down 
into the mouth of the colossal den and 
spend a few hours strolling around the 
great chambers so naturally carved out 
by the corrosive lime and chemical combi- 
natious. : 

The entrance is a great hole in the 
round, to be sure. 
2 Men standing in the threshold look like 
little playthings, and to try to throw a 
rock down to some object within that seems 
near is a test of the enormity of the 
concern, for the rock, so far from reach- 
ing the object that seemed so close at hand, 
has fallen, as it appears, right from your 
hands and bounced a few feet away down 
to the coor of the cavern. : 
But by this time some of the men in 
the party have put the torches in shape 
and are ready to proceed into the dark and 
gloomy hollows of the wondrous hole. 
Looking back to the entrance after fairly 
on your way in the cave makes you trem- 
ble with fear that you have left the light 
of day with no- sign  or_ glimpse 
of it before you, and all behind. But it 
is only for a minute and the spirit of ad- 
venture soon overeomes the feeling of fear. 
Now you arrive at a fork in the -great 
gloomy path. ‘Turning to the right as the 
law direets, you soon find yourself on the 
brink of “Charmion lake.”” This is a very 
interesting bit of scenery away down there 
under the earth. The water is as clear 
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TWO MILES FROM DAYLIGHT. 


The New York Tribune several years ago: 

“Saltpeter cave is known to every 13an, 
woman and child in the northwestern part 
of Georgia. Thousands have Visited it 
since the war. Strangers from different 
states have been drawn toward it by the 
many legends connected with its past his- 
tory. The galleries near the mouth are 
worn smooth by the countless feet that have 
trodden the clay floors and the hands that 
have felt the way along the walls. [vi- 
dences of the use to which it was 
put during the war are visible everywhere 
that the light of a torch or candle can 
penetrate. The labyrinthina ‘ passages 
diverging from a great central chamber 
in every direction are filled with pitfalls 
for the unwary, and more than one life 
has been sacrificed in search for the main 
gallery, which is said to extend a distance 
of twenty-three miles into the bowels of the 
earth: Not since Major Farrow was driven 
from the cave by General Sherman’s men 
have all the caves been accessible. It is 
known to the old “residenters” that the 
northern soldiers made a complete wreck of 
the potash works and the mines by closing 
some of the galleries in which saltpeter 
was found in the largest quantities and 
these have never been reopened. It is 
doubtful if there lives today a man who 
could point the way to the lofty corridor 
that extends under the Etowah river and 
has apn opening somewhere on the western 
bank. A few expeditions have been or- 
ganized to find the entrance, but all have 
failed to get beyond the enormous masses 
of large rock that form the innermost 
wall of the central chamber and pre- 
sent an awful barrier to even the most 


foolhardy adventurer. Tons upon tons of 


rock jut far out from floor, wall and roo 
and every ledge seems to be waiting for 
signal to come toppling down. The wei 
of a man would seem sufficient to br’ 
down all the monster bowlders from 
narrow perch. Overhead the

The “Natural bridge,” in one 
entrance of the cave, is a thing of beauty 
to be sure. it spans an arch of twenty 


or thirty feet and has every appearance 


of having been nicely carved out by scientific 
hands. The cave has many curious freaks 
of nature on the inside. There is a per- 
fectly formed sphinx and an elephant that

Those of bacchanalian proclivities are 
pleased after wandering through the entire 
cave to find near the exit a huge bottle, 
perfect in shape, and most tempung 1n every 
appearance. If it was filled with mvoun- 
tain dew so famous in that section of 
country, every still in north Georgia would 
have to do double duty for days and weeks 
to produce enough to accomplish this task. 

o explore the entire space within the 
cave is to walk all day without rest and 
find when you come out that you have, with- 
out knowing it, walked yourself neary to 
death. It is a long way from beginning to 
end and it is a study to spend a few min- 
utes inspecting Glosely each and every room 
of the cave. 

The entire country around is beautiful 
and grand. The smiling valley of the Et- 
towah is not far away. and it ‘is said that 
one of the walks of the cave if followed 
to its end would lead to the banks of the 
river, which are south of the cave. 

There is a most romantic spot about 
800 yards from the entrance of the cave 
called Cave springs. There are dozens 
of other places of equal interest in the 
neighborhood of the cave, and it is from a 
standpoint of a pieasure seeker that makes 
the cave of most interest. It is certainly 
very gratifying to know that a scheme is 
a-foot looking to the erection of a splen- 
did summer hotel at the great Saltneter 
cave, and it is safe to say that it will at 
once spring into prominence among the 
leading summer resorts of the southern 
country.

A Decline in Cotton Seed Oil as the Natural 
Result of Overproduction. 
From The Albany Hera'd. 

A good deal has heen said in the newspapers 
of late about the high prices that were being 
naid for cotton seed out west, and the true in- 
wardness of the excitement in the cotton seed 
market has ‘finally been brought to light. 

Speculators have been the leading factors in 
the rush of seed to the west, and the result 
is that a good many dealers in Gé@orgia are 


cotton seed and have bought them regardless 
of consequences until they have more than 
they cay house. Their seed houses are acta 
ly breaking down, and every Dox car they cun 
get ho.d of it loaded with seed, and every 
available sidetrack filed with cars until tae 
railroads have issued orders for no more cars 
to be furnished to ship coitun seed in, as they 
Cannot afford to lose the use of their cars for 
an indefinite ticne. : 

As a result of the fictitious prices paid the 
receipts of seed have been so large as to br.ng 
“pout an overproduction of cotton seed oil. 
Now the price of the oil has commenced to de- 
cline, and if it should still be affeeced by over- 
production there can hardiy be any reason for 
doubting that it will deciine further, necessa- 
rily entailing loss upon the m.lis our west, 
where they have been induiging in the seed 
war. 
Our Georgia milis, it will be rememberec, 
had a taste of the cotton seed war last spring, 
and paid dearly for it, but they appear to have 

ayned exmething frxm heir excertence an‘ 
have leen m re cons rvative in cond. tims th ir 
cusipess. Lue only beneficiaries of this wes:- 
ern seed war have been the western farmers. 
who have, of course, been benefited by the 
hich prices rece‘ved for their seed. “hough tbe 
mil’s may have lost money. The Georgia farm- 
ers had their inning, so to speak, last spring. 
which, no doubt, went a long way towards. 
helping them pu.l through the panic that pre- 
vailed atl the summer. 

It now seems ths: the only class that will be 
hurt in the cottor » dé business in Goorgin tos 
season Will be t..vse who have expected the 
seed market to go as it did last spring and 
have put ail of ‘their available money in seed 
as a speculacvion. The tide appears fo have 
turned against them, as the bottom has evi- 
dently dropppved out of the business out west 
having declined $5 per ton jn the last few 
days, with a prospect of a still further de-

There are intimations that he will be 
rewarded with a United States judgeship 
for his sacrifice, for he can hardly expect a 
re-election to congress. Wiliam C. Whit- 
ney some months ago was able to assure his 
friends that coal would certainly be made 
free. Mr. Whitney is close to the leaders 
of the party, and was able to make a 
good guess as to the action tuut would 
be taken by the committee on ways and 
means. William C. Whitney, Honry W bit- 
ney, of Boston, and other American Capl- 
talists are largely interested in the Neva 
Scotian coal fields, and have 2 company 
called the Dominion Coal Company. I ree 
coil means that the Dominion Coal Com- 
pany will enjoy a monopoly of the New 
England market for bituminous coal, ond 
later supply all Canada and drive out 
American coal mined in Ohio und Penn- 
sylvania that now goes to Canada and the 
west by way of the lakes. 

Some months ago Mr. Joseph R. Dor- 
man, with H. J. Libby & Co., dry gvods 
merchants, No. 57 White street, ‘was ccn- 
templating an investment. Several scaemes 
were considered, and he took up w.th one 
that had a base of ‘operations in South 
America. The promoters of the latter felt 
sure that Mr. Dorman was -“ming 10, 
but they were mistaken.

eracy.” The audience was unusaully 
large. The general was most heartily 
greeted and by the time he had spoken 
a dozen sentences his spontaneous elo- 
quenge had aroused the audience to gen- 
‘uine enthusiasm, which never flagged. ‘The 
lecture is full of anecdotes, rich in his- 
torical narrative and replete with mellow 
bathos and stirring patriotism. 

Nudge Noah Davis introduced the battle- 
scarred lecturer and at the conclusion of 
the address General Sickles offered a res- 
olution that the thanks of the audience 
be tendered General Gordon for his ‘‘elo- 
guent, patriotic, soul-stirring and instructive 
lecture.”” The motion was enthusiastically 
udopted and followed by prolonged ap- 
plause. On the stage with General Gor- 
don were at least fifty gentlemen, and 
umong them some of the most distinguished 
men of New York, as well as several who 
had come from great distances to be pres- 
ent. In every respect the occasion was a 
brilliant success.

LAST DAY AS QUEEN. 


Lil Describes the Events on That 
Momentous Date. 


SHE SUSPECTED SOMETHING WRONG 


Few Reformers in the Legislature 
Which Was Significant. 


SHE TOLD WILSON TO BE BRAVE 


He Said He Would Be—When Her Abdi- 
cation Was Requested She Hurried 
Up and Surrendered, 


Washington, November 25—The fourth 
volume of the papers accompanying the 
Blount report was given out by the state 
department this afternoon. It consisted of 
all the englosures made by Mr. Biount 
in his dispatches and with his report from 
Honolulu. It is the testimony on which 
he bases his report. Numerous affidavits 
bearing on the events of the day the pro- 
Visional government was proclaimed go 


to show that Minister Stevens bad recog- ° 


nized the provisional government, and 
troops had been landed from the Boston 
before the queen’s forces under command 
of Marshal Wilson at the station house in 
Honolulu, were surrendered to the provis- 
ional forces. 

The statement of Liliuokalani, addressed 
to Mr. B.ount, is of special interest and 
importance. It is a relation of all the 
events of her reign. On December 17, 
1892, she claims that she received a let- 
ter frem a source she does not divulge, 
Warning her that the American representa- 
tives were at that time preparing for the 
annexiution of the islands. She appealed 
to ths British commander and he advised 
against her suggestion to lay the matter be- 
fore ail the members of the diplomatic 
corps. 

Of the events immediately leading up to 
the revolution, she says: ‘The morning 
of the 14th of January, 1893, arrived with 
all preparations for the closing of the leg- 
islature. 

She Told Him to Be Brave. 

“At 10 o’clock a. m. I eaitled a cabinet 
meeting for the purpose of apprising them 
of their positions in the house and other 
preliminary instructions. I told them it 
Was ny intention to promulgate a new con- 
stitution. The cabinet had to meet the 
legislature and we adjourned. At 12 
o'clock noon I prorogued the legislature. I 
noticed that the hall was not filled as at 
the opening. There were not many ladies 
present in the audience and I also noticed 
that several members of the legisiature 
belonging to the reform party were not 
there. This looked ominous of some coming 
trouble. On entering the palace, I saw 
Mr. Wilson at the entrance of the blue 
room. I went up to him and asked if all 
was ready. He replied: ‘Yes.’ 

“Then I said: ‘You wiil have to be brave 
tecay,’ and ther passed into the diue 
room and eat awaiting my ministers. A 
half hour passed and they did not come. 
After a little longer delay they arrived. lI 
immediately judged froin their countenances 
that something was wrong. 

“President tHarrison’s term expired and 
President Cleveland’s jimauguration took 
place, and I hailed it as a good omen, hav- 
ing met him in 1887, while he occupied the 
presidential chair that year and I have not 
been disappointed.” 


AS TO &«N INGUMc TAX. 


The United States r «ed the Method of Rais- 
ing Kevenue Ouce, 

Washington, Novewber 25.—The propo- 
sition of the ways and means committee to 
impuse a tax on all personal incomes over 
$3,500 or $4,000 renders perunent some 
facts touching our past experience with an 
jucome tax. 

The only period in which this government 
ever exacted an income tax was between 
the years 1802 and 1Is7i. The tax was 
an important money-raising feature of the 
Mornil tariff caw, and during its continu- 
ance, in various modified furims, it brought 
into the federal treasury about $350v,Vuv,- 
OVO. The original provision taxed all in- 
comes, Wages included, amounting to over 
$OUU a year at 5 per cent, and all incomes 
over $10,000 at Oper cent. Dbis was 
cuanged in 1865, when incomes ranging 
froin S00U to 90,000 were taxed at O per 
cent, and those above $0,0V0U0 at 10 per cent. 
Ju 1806/7 the law was again altered, and all 
incomes above $1,UUU were taxed at 5 per 
cent, At the same time the exaction of the 
tax was limited im operation to the year 
1S/iU, except in the case of those who might 
be willing to pay it djonger. In that year, 
however, the rate was reduced to 21 2 per 
cent on incomes of 32,000 and 
over, but in practice its further 
cuiiection became a tarece throughout 
the years 18il and 18¢2, as nobody paid 
it unless he cared to. 

A sucvessiul exuit Was made to wipe out 
the income provision of the revenue taw in 
the forty-secoidd Mongress, During the 
consideration of the repeal measure ibe 
commissioner of internal revenue, General 
Pieasanton, under wilose supervision the 
collection of the tax wus prosecuted, ex- 
pressed these views in & comnuuication 
lo congress: 

“The tax is one of the most obnoxious 
to the people, being inquisitorial in its na- 
ture and dragging into public view and 
exposition of the most private pecuniary 
afiairs of the citizens. Such unwilling 
exposition can only be compulsorily ef- 
fected through the nwaintenance of the 
most expensive machinery, and both the 
nature of the tax and the means necessa- 
rily employed for its enforcement appear 
to be regarded by the better class of cit- 
izens With more and more disfavor from 
year to year. 1 am satistied that the evils 
more than counterbalance the benefits de- 
rived from its longer retention.” 

In both house and senate the repeal 
was carried by a margin of only one vote, 
and even then became a fact only in the 
closing hours of the gort session of con- 
gress ending March 3, 1873. In the sen- 
ate the vote stood 26 to 25, and in the 
house 105 to 104. On the final vote the 
senators favoring the repeal were Senators 
Anthony, Bayfird, (Cameron, Carpenter, 
Conkling, Fenton, McDonald, Sumner, 
Thurman amd Trumbull. Among those 
who oppesed the repeal were Senators 
Abbott, Blair, Brownlow, Hamlin, Mor- 

rill, Sherman and Sprague. In the house of 
representatives Congressinan Randall led 
the opposition to the repeal, as did Senator 
Sherman Aa the senate.

as principal sources of revenue. The pop- 
ular notion is that the larger part of the 
income taxes is paid by the poor, but in 
Saxony and Prussia at present the facts 
are otherwise. In Saxony incomes of less 
than 300 marks, equivalent to $71.40, the 
mark being nearly equal to 24 cents, are 
not taxed at all, while in Prussia incomes 
under YUU niarks, or $2l4.cv, are exempt. 
Above these figures small incomes pay 
one-half of 1 per cent, while 
large ones pay as high as 3 per cent in 
Saxony and 4 per cent in Prussia. 

For instance in Saxony an income of 500 
marks, or $119, pays only 24 cents tax, or 
oue-oith of oue per cent. A 200-mark in- 
come yields a tax of $7.14—thirty times as 
much as that of an income one-fourti as 
great. Again, a 4,0U0-mark income, in- 
siead of yielding double the tax of the 
2,U0U-mark income, pays only about one 
and one-half times as much. The highest 
rate, 3 per cent, is made appheable al.ke 
to all ‘incomes above the 12,0U00-unark limit, 
notwithstanding the fact toat there are in- 
comes in Saxony as high as $25,000, 200,- 
OVU and even S1LOU OOD. 

The total number of persons who paid 
the income tax in Saxony last year was 
1,398,686. Their combined incomes were 
assessed 1,444,962,117 marks, or $5-+45,- 
900,993.75. The tax gathered amouuted 
to 19,267,697 marks, or $4,585,711.88. Of 
the whole 1,398,686 persons taxed, 19 per 
cent had incomes below 400 marks, and 
their contributions to the kingdom’s reve- 
nue amounted to five and one-haif per cent 
of the total income tax paid. The remain- 
ing 94 1-2 per cent was paid by the more 
comfortable and wealthy class. Of this 
94 1-2 per cent, 60 per cent was paid by 
people of moderate incomes, however, rang- 
ing between $190.40 and $785.40 a year. 

In collecting income taxes in Saxony and 
Prussia everything is considered as income 
which as money or money value comes 
annually into the credit side of every taxed 
person’s account. For example, if @ man 
lives in a house that he owns, its value 
for renting purposes is reckoned as part of 
his income. Likewise the products of his 
own labor used in his own houseboid as in 
the cases of farmers and manufacturers, 
after deducting, of course, interest on 
debts, insurance, repairs, ete. The prin- 
cipal sources of the income taxes there, 
however. are leased lands, houses, rents, 
interest on capital, dividends on stocks, an- 
nuities, salaries and pensions. 

An informal census just taken here of 
the views of newspapers on the question 
of an income tax in the United Sviates 
shows that the entire republican press, or 
at least with exceeding:y few exceptions, 
is opposed to the proposition, while the 
democratic press is divided—a larger pro- 
tion, however, being in favor of the pro- 
posed tax. Most of the democratic nejws- 
papers that are published in large centers 
of wealth and industry oppose the measure, 
while the great body of country newspapers 
advocate if. his latter class is infinitely 
greater numerically than the sum total of 
the democratic metropolitan journals, but 
their combined circulation 1s perhaps not 
much larger. aes 

A BOILER EXPLOSION. 
Ove Man Is 80 Badly Injured that He 
Will Die. s : 

Gadsden, Ala., November 25.—(Special .) 
Dick Brooks, who lives about eight miles 
east of Gadsden, brought a load of cotton 
this afternoon to Wilson Bros. gin. After 
unloading he walked around to the boiler to 
warm. He was standing by the boiler 
when it exploded. It was thrown fifty 
feet, demolishing the brick work and the 
house. The wreckage caught fire, but 
Was soon extinguished. 

Around the boiler at the time of the 
explosion were ‘Tarkin Crook, fireman; 
Peter Brown, ginner, and Barry White- 
sides, all colored, and Dick Brooks, white. 
All escaped except Brooks, who was struck 
by a heavy sill on the head. It cut a 
gash three inches long and one inch wide, 
exposing the brain. He was found un- 
der a great pile of debris. Brooks suf- 
fers terribly. His groans can be heard a 
block. He aannot live. He is a poor man 
with a wife and three children, one of 
whom is not expected to live, having 
typhoid fever. 

The cause of the explosion was gross 
carelesnsess on the part of the negro 
fireman, who allowed the water to get 
too low and then turned cold water on 
the hot flues. The fireman had only two 
inches of water in the boiler at the time. 
The scene of the wreck is a desolate look- 
ing one. The damage is more than $1,000. 
Wilson Bros., owners of the gin, will re- 
build at once. 
the Exrlosion Results from Inexperience. 

Gadsden, Ala.. November 25.—(Special.)— 
The man Dick Brooks, who was so terribly tn- 
juved in the explosion at Wilson Bros.’s gin 
this afternoon, has since died, It is now ru- 
mored that when Brooks went to the boiler to 
warm he said to Crook, the negro fireman; 
“You have no water in your boiler.’’ The ne- 
gro then turned in cold water and ran off, 
the explosion taking place immediately. Crook 
was an inexperienced fireman. 


On the Basis of Population. 

Birmingham, Ala., November 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The Jeffersonians have made another 
departure in Alabama politics. They have 
fixeq the basis of representation in their 
state convention upon the white popula- 
tion in the several counties. According to 
this, black belt counties like Lowndes and 
Dallas will have only five and eight de.e- 
gates respectively, while white counties 
like Jefferson and Jackson, will have fifty- 
six and twenty-four respectively. Many 
organized democrats rather favor this plan.

HE FIELD-LEITER FEUD IN POINT 


Once They Were Partners in Chicago 
but They Separated. 


NOW THEY ARE AVOWED ENEMIES. 


Both Are Millionaires and Able to Indulge 
the Expense of Fighting on a 
Costly Scale, 


Chicago, November 25.—(Sped@al Correspon 
dence.)-The adage that no stromg man can

Levi Z. Le.ter furnishes an odd vilustration of 
the squabbies of rich men. Bach man ‘4 
worth over $15,000,000. They were former .y 
very intimate, but now tney are as far apart 
as the two pv.es. For sixteen years they 
Were in business together under the name of! 
Fieid, Le.ter & Co., and they buit up the 
largest dry goods bustuess in Chicago. No 
ole ever Knew what they quarre!ed about 
or.ginacy, but they dia fall out. and Mr. 
F.e.d in 1881 bought out his partner. Since 
fat t#me there have beep influitely ludricous 
nédjents in connection wth the strife be 
tween the two, and in erery case the aggres 
sor appears to have been Mr. Leiter. One 
of the first raws arose out of the egastruction 
of a certain build.ng. Field owned a piece 
of ground and wanted to bu.ld on it.

In a day or 
two a bread smilie went around when the 
newspapers announced that Mr. Le.ter had 
given 2100.000 to the museum Upon two ¢on- 
il.tions: That it shou'd be called the Co lum- 
bian Memorial museum, and that {t should be 
located in Jackson park. There were found 
pessimists who said that it was clear that 
Mr. Leiter didn’: to have that mnu- 
seum named afrer Mr. Fie.d, and that he did 
propose to have it iocated ia Jacksoy park, 
where, inc’aental.y. in order to rej the 
public would be obliged to patromige the two 
raflroads—the cabie and the leva ted—ip 
which Mr. Leiter is snch a heavy stockholder.

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The Tariff and the Free List. 

The patronage press which, like a cat 
in pursuit of its own tail, describes the 
narrowest circle possible, has suddenly 
become very sensitive over the plain 
terms of the platform. Its perfunctory 
antics led it away from the platform on 
the financial question, but it has con- 
tinued its pursuit of its tail until it im- 
agines that it is once more on the plat- 
form so far as the tariff issue is con- 
cerned. 

We have observed that when Tom and 
Tabby pursue their tails with sufficient 
vigor they are bound to land heels up 
somewhere, and there is no reason why 
the patronage press, engaged in the same 
exercise, should not land, flat of its back, 
on the platorm. The platform is the place 
for all democratic newspapers, whether 
they depend on patronage to warm their 
enthusiasm, or on a sincere desire to see 
the party strengthen itself by @iceting 
the just expectations of the people. 

We observe that when democratic 
newspapers like The Constitution discuss 
the tariff measure outlined by the reports 
of correspondents in Washington, the 
patronage press takes umbrage. It de- 


clares that these newspapers are oppos- | 


ing this and that, and it plunges head- 
foremost into the platform and comes to 
the surface with a handful of capital let- 
ters. The trouble about editors with 
collar-marks on their necks is that they 
mistake discussion for criticism, and ex- 
aggerate honest criticism into opposition. 


This is natural enough, for an editor who: 


is in the habit of wearing a collar be- 
comes nervous in the presence of the in- 
dependent thought and fearless discus- 
sion that give strength and vitality to 
party action. 

The Constitution has 
tariff measure attributed to the ways and 
means committee and it proposes to con- 
tinue to discuss that measure to the end 
that threatened differences 
may be composed and settled before they 
are carried to the floor of the house, and 
to the end also that no democratic meas- 
ure shall contain even a trace of those 
unjust discriminations that have made 
republican tariff legislation odious io the 
people. 

Our comments have been devoted main- 
jy to the suggestions put forth in certain 
eastern democratic newspapers to the ef- 
fect that the free list should be enlarged 
and at the same time the manufacturing 
interests be given the benefit of “a mod- 
erate degree of protection.” The posi- 
tion of The Constitution is the position 
of all democrats who stand on the pliat-

form, namely: THAT THERE SHALL | 


BE NO TARIFF LEVIED ON ANY AR- 
TICLE EXCEPT FOR PURPOSES OF 
REVENUE, and that the democratie 
tariff shall contain no element or suspie- 
ciou of protection apart from the declar- 
ed purpose of the party to raise by that 
means *‘a revenue limited to the necessi- 
ties of the government when honestly 
and economically administered.” These 
are the words of the platform itself, and 
the manufacturing interests have no more 
claim on the party for “moderate” or im- 
moderate protecuon than the manufie- 
turers and producers of the raw material. 

Once let this fundamental fact be made 
clear, and there is un end of democratic 
discussion on the tariff. The tariff plank 
of the platform is in the nature of an in- 
dignant protest against discriminations 
against the people in behalf of the protec- 
ged classes, and there Gan be no room in 
measure for discrimina- 
tions of interests in 
favor of another class. So far as free 
raw materials are concerned, the plat- 
form is explicit. It endorsed the efforts 
made by the democratic nrajority in the 
last house to modify the most oppressive 
features of the McKinley law “in ihe di- 
rection of free raw materials and cheap-

er manufactured goods that enter into 
general consumption.” : 

In that explicit declaration of the dem- 
ocratic party lies the whole principle 
which The Constitution contends should 
govern the preparatjon of the free list. 
Make raw materials free, not for the pur- 
pose of benefiting the manufacturers ef 
the finished products, but for the purpose 
of enabling the democrats io cut the tariff 
on these finished products down to a 
.Fevenue basis, to the end that they may 
be cheapened to consumers and at the 
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same time pay into the treasury a reve- 
nue limited to the necessities of the gov- 
ernment when honestly and economically 
administered. 

That is the democratic programme pure 
and simple—nothing more, nothing less. 
this- sen- 
sible and simple tariff programme shall 
be carried out to the letter, in order that 
the people who voted for the democratic 
candidates may be satisfied. That its 
contention is timely is shown by the fact 
hat various so-called democratic news- 
papers have declared that there can be 
no sweeping tariff reductions; that the 
tariff plank of the platform was forced 
upon the party by fraud and trickery; 
and that Mr. Cleveland knocked it out of 
the platform before he wrote his letter. 

The Constitution has also tried to make 
it plain that a free list belongs to a reve- 
nue tariff only to the extent that it will 
enable congress to make a more sweeping 
reduction of the tariff on articles that 
enter into general consumption. 

The situation being thus clarified, we 
are perfectly Willing that the pussies of 
the patronage press shall pursue their 
tails on the platform or off of it.

Only 
one-fourth of the American farms are 
mortgaged, and the average morigage 
represents me mrigg ig of the value of 
the farms on Which it is secured The 
total amount of all our farm mortgages 
is hardly one-ienth of the value of the 
farms.

We think that, when the conditions of 
the past twenty vears are considered, this 
showing is a splendid one. It should 
craw the attention of thousands of young 
men in the cities to the possibilities of 


farming, and it should induce them to 


vive up the uncertain and hard conditions 
of city life for independence and corm- 
fort ona farm. The growth of our cities 
has been too rapid since the war and 
there are signs of a reaction that will 
stimulate development in the farming 
districts. With patience, industry and 
economy, the farmers will yet be on top.

COL. W. A. HEMPHILL AMONG THE SLUMS 


He Describes a Visit tothe Noble Charities 
and Tells of t e Reforming Influ- 
ences by Them. 


“Gentlemen, please give me a penny to 
buy a loaf of bread to keep me from 
Starving.” The speaker was a drunken, 
reeling, middle aged Woman, and we were 
Standing on the corner of Third avenue 
and Twenty-third street on our way to the 
Jerry McAuley mission. At 7:15 o'clock 
p- ™. we reached the wission at 316 Water 
street—right among the slums of the lower 
wards of the great city. The place was 
filled with men—young aud old as to age, 
but all old as to sin and degradation. I 
will not try to describe them. Our readers 
who five in the south can hardly imagine 
how this motley crowd looked; you cannot 
realize from experience how they were. 
People in the country and small towns do 
not descend to the deprhs that humanity 
sinks to in these large cities. 

The mission is three stories in height. 
Mr, S. H. Hadley, the superintendent, with 
his co-workers, occupies the upper stories as 
ahome. It is well arranged and com- 
fortable. The lower floor is the iniSsion 
proper. The platform is occupied by the 
Visitors and those who have been rescued, 
The beuches are filled with a motley crowd 
of men, who, on Saturday night, are like 
those in ancient times following the Savior 
for the loaves and fishes. 1 was told that 
some of them had been waiting since 2 
o'clock. Mr. Hadvey says: “Do not imagine 
for ® moment that all who come do so be- 
cause they are seeking salvation. ‘The most 
of them come for temporal help, because 
they are almost dying from drink or hunger, 
or exposure, or all of these. Hundreds 
who have been released from the various 
prisons, and haven’t a penny or a friend 
to turn to, come to us, and we are always 
glad to see them.” 

Every Saturday night a love feast is held. 
The great candy man, Mr. Huvyler, has been 
paying the expenses of these feasts. 

Several songs are sung and a few short 
prayers are offered before the feast. The 
food is distributed by the workers, each 
with a tray laden with huge sandwiches. 
They come in orderly and arrange them- 
selves down the ailisles. The blessing is 
then asked, and a sandwich and a cup of 
coffee is given to each man. I never saw 
food disappear so quick. I expect it was 
the first square meal some of them had had 
for a week. After the fove feast, Mr. 
Hadley sang a lively gospel song, and every- 
body joined with him. 

The lesson is read—the lesson this night 
was about Jesus and the woman of Samaria 
at the well. After this, the meeting is 
thréwn open for experience talks, and more 
earnest talks ] never listened 
to. © For two hours, wntil 10 
oclock, their time was occupied 
by men of every condition of life who had 
been rescued telling their experiences. The 
doors were locked all this time, and 
one was alowed to leare. 

“Old Pop Love,” as the boys love to call 
him, was the first one to rise and tell that 
he had been saved nineteen years from 
being a drunken longshoreman. 

Big, honest Jim Edwards, who came into 
the mission seven years ago, drunk and 
alinost ‘naked,.told how he was saved, and 
how goed the Lord had been to him. He 
had just a day or two before been elected 
trustee for au large fund of money. 

Another said that, twelve months ago, 
his own deur mother gave orders to the 
servants that when he came home drunk 
-not to let him euter the house. He said, 
also, that he bad in his pocket right then 
an invitation to visit a family that, twelve 
months ago, if he had gone there they 
would have kicked him out into the street 
like a dog. 

A young fellow got up and said that he 
had been in the state prison for fourteen 
years and a short while azo had been re- 
leased, and, happening in the mission, 
sought pardon for his sins, and was now a 
saved man. I heard Colonel M. Y. Atkin- 
son, who studied law with Stanton and 
McCool, tell how he went to the dogs and 
was brought up to a standing in this mis- 
SiON. 

There were men there who had been in 
battle, and who had traveled all over the 
world—fine looking men, too—who told how 
they were taken out of the pit and rescued 
in the Jerry MeAuley mission. Each told 
his story in his Owl way—it Was al” thr.iling 
aml interesting. Such talks must have 
had a great influence upon the 
crowds of drunkards and sinners who sat 
there quietly and orderly listening to every 
At 10 o'clock the superintendent 
brought the experience talk summarily to 
a close. He then made an appeal to the 
unsaved to seek salvation. Many held up 
their hands Signifying a desire for a better 
life. he general meeting was then dis- 
missed with the request that those who had 
held up their hands remain to an after meet- 
ng. ‘The majority rushed the doors. 
seemingly glad to get out. Fifteen or twen- 
ty of the poor creatures came to the front 
and knelt. A few others remained at their 
seats. Mr. Hadtey asked these few what 
they remained for. They could not give 
a ‘satisfactory renson for their staying, 
showing that they were there from euriosity. 
He made them leave saying that he only 
wanted those who were really in earnest 
at that time. 

Those who were kneeling at the front 
benches were asked to pray aloud for him- 
self in his own language and way. Ench 
did the best he could. As a sample, ene 
fellow said that- he was in a hole and wan- 
ted Jesus to help him out. After they were 
through praying they were asked to stand 
‘Those 
poor felows, one by one, stood up and told 
what bey intended to = do. Some 
@uld hardly speak English—others were 
hardly audibfe, but every one did the best 
he could. Mr. Hadley ang Mr. Bernard 
both tried to encourage them in their good 
purposes by stating that not one of them 
was lower down than they had been, and 
the Lord saved them. 

After three hours of as earnest and in- 
i@resting a meeting asl ever attended, the 
doors Were Closed and the lights went 
out. 

A few minutes’ ride on the elevated 
_browfght us to the Florence Crittenton 
gion on Bleecker sireet. We reached 
mission at 10:5 0 clock 
found the house packed = at 
honr with the immense crowd of 
men and women sing.og the praises of 
the Lord in camp meeting siyle. The 
Jeader that night was an earnest Christian 

busivess man of New York. He was thor- 
oughly in the spirit of the meeting, giving 
it a hallelujah turn. This meeting was 
mainly an experience and songz meeting. 

This mission was founded and is sup- 
ported entirely by that noble Christian gen- 
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dom used. It was not necessary, for its 
notes were completely drowned by the 
joyful voices of those present. The sinz- 
ing was, indeed, fine. They were not 
afraid to open their mouths and let the 
sound come forth in praises te God. Meu 
and women, old and young, participated. 
On the wall bung the portrait of the sweet 
girl, Florence Crittenton, looking, as it 
were, with love and compassion upon 
the multitude who were seated beneath 
her. 

A black-eyed, slender young woman was 
introduced as the Patti of the Salvation 
Army. She had on the captain’s uniform. 
She sang a beautiful army song, every 
one joining in the chorus. She then made 
an earnest and eloquent appeal to the 
sinners to be saved. Many held up their 
hands. I noticed a black hand in the 
rear of the room. Mrs. Prindle is in 
charge of this mission, Every one calls her 
mother. I noticed that when Mr. Crit- 
tenton’s name was mentioned the girls 
would always say, “God bless him.” 

The most interesting part of the meeting 
was the experiences, Many young men 
testified that they had been suatched from 
the gutter. 

A good-looking, black-eyed youbg woman 
said that she had been a drunkard for 
ten yeurs on the streets of New York and 
that she had been saved by this mission. 
She said it was no trouble for a young 
woman to get all the liquor she wanted 
in New York. So the interesting 
services progressed by both = sexes, 
young and old, giving their’ tes 
timony. Gospel songs were sung suited 
to the experience of each. ‘The leader and 
choir seemed to know exactly how to fit 
them in. Such singing I have seldom 
heard. Shouts of “hallelujah” and “glo- 
ry to God” were Heard over the house. 
All this was interspersed with short and 
earnest prayers. ‘Thus the meeting went 
on until the wee hours of the’ morning. 
No lagging; no one hesitating; everybody in- 
terested; none wanting to leave. 

inally the ten. 8g invited the inquirers 
to an adjoming room, where the workers 
could talk to each in person. Then the 
crowd was dismissed. It took some time 
to get out, there was so much hand-shak- 
ing. 

At the door I was met by a poor fellow 
who formerly lived in Atlanta. Ele wanted 
lo cents to get a night’s lodging. The 
friend that was with me asked if I would 
like to some of the cheap lodging 
houses of New York. He was the pro- 
prietor of several and I gladly went 
with him. ‘There are many of these cheap 
lodging houses im New York and there 
ure thousands of working men living in 
them. In New York city space is very 
Valuable and every foot has to be utilized. 
buiks are arrabged one avove the other, 
hundreds on ove oor. ‘The price for a 
buuk one nigut is le ceuts in advance. 
‘The bedding 1s clean and there is a con- 
Vement toilet room. A locker is attached 
to each buuk to hold the lodger’s cloth- 
ing. 

In Brooklyn, where spate is not so valu- 
able, cots are arranged side by side. If 
a man wants to be by himself he can pay 
<9 ceuts or $1.50 per week and = get a 
room 4x7 with a wire covering over 
the top to let in air and keep out in- 
truders. My friend was making about 
$1,000 per month clear on this business. 
L inquired if they fed these people. He 
replicd that he did not; that there were 
pienty of places in New York und Brovok- 
lyn that made a specialty of furnishing 
foud. You could get a meal from 5 cents up. 
The 5 cents menl was pretty fair. It eop- 
sisted of a sandwich and a cup of coffee.

TWO INTERESTING COMMUNICATIONS 


From Two Well-Known Women—Mrs. 
Felton, Mrs. Read and Dr. Hawthorne. 
They Disagree with the Doctor. 


The following communications, replying 
to Dr. Hawthorne’s expressed views con- 
erning the appearance of women as talk- 
ers in the field of Christian work, will be 
read with interest. 

Dr, Hawthorne thinks that woman goes 
beyond the sphere allotted to her by the 


. Bitke when she is otherwise than silent 


fn the church. Going further than that, 
Dr. Hawthorne could not fully endorse the 
becent: ‘international Christian Workers’ 
convention, because a very prominent part 


of its proceedings was the appearance of 
Many well known women who have made 


themselves famous in the labors of Chris- 
tian work. 

Quite a large portion of the delegates to 
the recent’ convention were women, and in 
the proceedings of that convention there 
Was no discrimination between males and 
females. | 

Of the position and comments of Dr. 
Hawthorne, Mrs. Mary Brent Read and 
Mrs. Dr. W. H. Felton speak interesting- 
ly below. Mrs. Dr. Felton is well known, 
not only jn Georgia but throughout the 
country. She is one of the most poignant 
writers in the state, and wields a pen which 
cuts to the quick. She does not mind 
in the slightest putting on paper just what 
passes through her mind. The letter be- 
flow is written in this vein. 

Mrs. Mary Brent ead, the wife of 
Mr. Charles A: Read, Atlanta’s well known 
attorney, is also a brilliant woman. She 
has not appeared often in print, but when 
she does her views command attention, and 
What she says of Dr. Hawthorne's posi- 
tion will be read with interest. The fol- 
lowing communications speak for them- 
selves: 


MRS. WILLIAM H. FELTON 


Deals in Her Usual Vigorous Style with Rev. 
Dr. J. B. Hawthorne. 


HDditor ‘Constitution: I have watched the pro~ 
gress of the dispute which Dr. Hawthorne has 
originated against the Christian Workers’ con- 
vention with unflagging interest and pardona- 
vie curiosity. 

Judging the future by the past I was quite 
certain he would run to his pulpit—when he 
was floored by the argument, and therefore 
had need of a place to attack his opponents 
where he would be safe in shutting them out 
from a reply. 

If the ladies of the Christian Workers’ con- 
vention get an opportunity to ertticise him it 
will be laughable to see in what a frayed-out 
pight they will leave him, despite h‘s pulpit 
airs. 

Less than a year ago he registered a vow 
in the columns of The Constitution that he 
would “neyer do so any more,”’ but the ruling 
passion is strong in—Dr. Hawthorne. 

[ waited for today’s paper, to see if he sal- 
lied forth in his sermon of yesterday, and sure 
enough he was there found—issuing a brutem 
fulmen after the good women had left the city 
of Atlanta and were far away. 

In addition to his self-importance he adds 

the virtue of self-restraint, for he was posi- 
tive that the enemy had marched on, out. of 
sight, before he fired off his harmiess gun, and 
now he claims the field as his own—a la Haw- 
thorae. 
He can be relied upon to ride this hobby 
until he is laughed out of court, but so long as 
he affords harmless diversion to the people of 
Atlanta why not let bim enjoy himself in these 
fantastic performances, for he might scream 
himself hoarse once a week in the pulpit and 
acquire pen para:ysis from his daily diatribes 
fn the public prints before he would convince @ 
sensible man or woman in Atlanta that the 
Christian Workers of the United States were 
ignorant fanatics, or the women of the or- 
ganization “infidels’’ or unworthy of respect. 

The doctor makes a broad—perhaps I should 
say a bold—assertion when he says: ‘““The wo- 
man who attempts to perform the functions of 
the Christian ministry, repudiates the authori- 
ty of divine revelation, perverts her own na- 
ture and sows the seeds of social discord, an- 
archy and ruin.”’ 

He forgets what St. Baul said of Aquila and 
Priscilla (in whose hou.e he lived, and where 
he established a church, where he worked at 
tent-making, they being of ‘the ‘‘same craft’’), 
whom he ‘greets,””’ in Romans 16:3 as his 
‘“heipers in Christ Jesus’’!! Whatever was 
done Dy Aquila in this vell-established Cortn- 
thian church was done by Priscilla also. In 
Ist Corinthians 16-19, the apostle writes in 
these words: *“‘The churches of Asia salute 
you. Aquila and Priscilla salute you much in 
the Lord, with the church that is in their 
house.’’ Call it what wou please, but the ser- 
vice in that church w#"hatever it may have 
been, Was performs “Tsady by the woman as 
wellas the man. Sisy gave a public ‘“‘salute’’ 
to another church through the inspired letter 
of St. Paul—but, according to the Hawthorne 
theory, Priscilla must be an “infidei!’’ 

When St. Paul addressed his letter to the 
Romans he also said: “I commend to you 
Phebe, our sister, which is a servant of the 
church whilh is a. GCenchsea; that ye receive 
her in the Lord, as becometh saints, and that 
ye assist Ler in whatsoever business she hath 
peed of you, for hath been a succorer 
of many and of myself also.’ WiHK the doctor 
aneer at Phebe and affirm she “had perverted 
her own nature, sowing the seed of social dis- 
cord and ruin?’ 

Perhaps he squints at this d'fficulty, and sup- 
poses Phebe wegt abroad to raise money to get 
a new Sunday Suit for the preacher or beg 
funds fo nation party, but it Deeds a 
Haw-tborny nature to swear black is white. 
and say women of the present are “‘infidels’’ 
who go as Phebe did, by the consent and aid 
ef good men and preachers sent as “servants 
of the church.”’ 

They, like Phebe, can call upon the church in 
‘any business’’ in which they “‘need’’ the 
church—-St. Pau! being witness in this letter. 
inspired by the divine mind, and addressed to 
Reman churches as divine authority. 

She, Phebe, “our sister,’’ was to be received 
“in the Lord’ as “becometh sainis,’’not as this 
jrate Doctor Wawthorne’ used the First 
Baptist chyrch—to revile and scoff at 
pious women, who ‘asked of At.anta miunis- 
ters the bread of Christ’an charity, and were 
given a Haw-thorny cudgel!

His idea of a church aeems to be a sort of 
clubhouse, with women singers and a con- 
tribution box for himself at a cost of $5,000 
a yvear from his congregation—while he pro- 
claims an agreeable gospel and denounces 
pious women. 

So iong 233 he  eonfines his ap'een 
and bigotry to the four walls of the church 
in ‘which he is paid $5,000 per anhum for 
such service, he can distil his views accord- 
ing to their good pleasure and satisfact'on, 
but when he enters the newspapers his ideas 
become public property, to be handled by any 
sort of criticism, ‘‘cranky”’ or otherwise, and 
so long ag auch utterances tend to bring the 
pulpit and Ohr'ist‘anity into disrepnte. he de- 
serves to be criticised in the public prints 
uniil the community is retieved of the inenu- 
bus, or he rises to a higher plane of pulipit 
duty. 

To tamely submit to h's abuse of the Chris- 
tian Workers’ convention would relegate Geor- 
gia's reputed hospitality to obiivion and throw 
a shade over the good words and sincerity of 
our Christian governor. and a‘so unon the 
generous thanks of ex-Mavor Hemphill, pre- 
sented to these visiting delegates and work- 
in open session.

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Among the beautiful editions of the old 
English authoys being issued by J. M. 
Dent & Co., of London, none will receive a 
warmer wel than the novels of Henry 
Fielding. Iy does one’s heart good to see 
old favorites in such handsome dress. One 
of the m encouraging signs of the times 
is the growing demand for the old English 
movel. People who are tired of modern 
chaff beginning to seek consolation in 
the volumes that charmed their grandfath- 
ers. sane Austen has once more become 
popular, one might almost say a fad, and 
many people, whom it is sadly to be fear- 
‘ed, do not half appreciate his work, are 
devoutly reading Fielding. 

The tenth volume of the new edition of 
Fielding is now ready. It is no less nota- 
ble a work than the “Life of the Late Mr. 
Jonathan Wild, the Great,” of execra- 
ble memory. Of all Fielding’s works it is 
probabie that this one has been read least. 
It is not a fascinating story, nor, indeed, 
was it intended to be. It is too crude and 
brutal to please a dainty ear. In wriung 
“Jonathan Wild” -kieding had an ax to 
grind. ‘Lhe novel has a detinite purpose in 
view, a sermon to preach, Twere 1s nut in the 
range of ficuon such an unqualified scoun- 
drel or so rascally a sopbist as Mr. Jona- 
than Wild. He is the very incarnation of 
Vikainy. He has not a single redeeming 
trait to. relieve his shameiess depravity. 

Wath suca a hero as us ful, Mieiding sets 
bimseif to the task of attacking cne prin- 
cipie of hero worship in mankind. ‘lune 
Blurry is Oe CONLuuVUS laippvon on human 
greatness. Hie endows ‘Muster Wild with 
every villainous trait that tlesh is heir to, 
P.aces tim an huwbie surroundings, and 
then uses wim as a moutapiece to advance 
the theory Uthat the piunderer of a neigh- 
bor’s preuuses is actuated by the same class 
of motives as the plunderer of a neighbor- 
Ing nation—in a word the conqueror and 
the bighwayman, the statesman and the 
prig, are but the same types of great men 
working in dfferent surroundings. Mr. 
Wild discourses on these themes at length, 
in a vein of agreeable sophistry which has 
a tendency to send a cold shiver down one’s 
back. It is a grim farce throughout, which 
is played to the end with a persistence of 
purpose that never lets up. He runs the 
Reale of worldly ambitions, but never 
changes his key. It is a “redictio ad ab- 
surdum’ of human greatness, an applied 
fiscourse on “vanity of vanities” with its 
illustrations drawn from low life—an ar- 
gument for the sameness of human nature, 
whether in a palace or a den of thieves. 

His sarcasm is never covert. It is biunt. 
He attacks folly with a bludgeon. The 

k is at times so coarse as to be offen- 
sive. It is too brutally frank. There ie 
none. of the skill exhibited which redeems 
similar passages in “Tom Jones.”’ And 
yet there is in it the same tone of irony, 
the same assault on hypocrisy. Only he 
changes his method of attack. 

It is not hard to trace even in some of 
the coarsest scenes in “Jonathan Wild” an 
influence which is apparent at a later time 
in Thackeray. He has been called the 
literary offspring of Fielding; both of them, 
doubtless, owe much to Swift. But where 
Fielding uses a b-udgeon, Thackeray uses 
a rapier. His thrusts are keener and 
more subtle, and his cynicism veiled; but 
it is the same fine scorn of hypocrisy that 
animates them both. Figlding attacks hy- 
pocrisy boldly. Thackeray is the cynicism 
of the sentimentalist. He seems to con- 
done our faults, but his blade is not a whit 
less keen. 
© cece Wild is an English Gil Blas. 
He is the embodiment of graceless villainy. 

“No charms of person, no courtliness of man- 
ner relieve his sordid diabolism. Such is 
not the purpose of the author. He is in- 
tended as a gross caricature on the world’s 
heroes. and the moral of the book is—don’t 
be a fool. and admire men who are villains 
because they have conducted their villainies 
on such a scale as to override the rights 
of millions of their fellows. The sneak 
thief is a great man inthe same way. . 
only difference is that his field is limited 
—and yet such is the abundant vitacity and 
charm of Fielding’s style, so shrewd his con- 
ceptions, and Ul 
he even such a character as Wild 
tensely interesting.

Richard Lightmark is a shallow genius— 
a genial, brilliant and popular young artist, 
in whom the aspirations of his youth die 
out as his real character asserts itself.

When 
he comes on the scene he is still at the 
age when impulse rules.

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the representative of its original sin. And 
yet he gets the best of everything. He 
is a veritable marplot of happiness. 
Without him kve would surely have mar- 
ried Philip Rainham. Lightmark marries 
her before she gets out of the butter- 
fly age. He forsakes the convictions of 
his sincere youth to catch the popular 
winds in his sails, by which he is wafted 
into temporal fame and prosperity. He 
umblushingly casts off a former liaison and 
faces the world with a lie at his heart. 
But it come to light, and Rainham, to 
save the woman whom he has loved all 
his life, boldly steps in to claim the sin 
of his former friend and dies under the 
cloud of scorn which society heaps on de- 
tected guilt. Truth, in this instance liv- 
ing up to the adage which is popularly sup- 
posed to always govern its actions, rises 
again, but it_is too late. The vicarious 
sacrifice of Rainham only delayed the 
thunderbolt which was to fall on Eve’s 
innocent home. When her husband's per- 
fidy, so long half suspected, is utterly dis- 
closed, when the child has suddenly been 
transformed into the woman she discovers 
the secret of her heart. In the years 
that are to come she will have the memory 
of a love that was always noble—always 
true—to save ber in her dzrkest hours. 

Philip Rainham is the character of the 
book. In his unwillingness to mentally 
follow his motives to their legitimate con- 
clusions, he reminds one of Eugene Wray- 
burn, of “Our Mutual Friend,” except that 
no shadow of an intended wrong lurked 
in his heart. In his sacrifice there is a sug- 
gestion of Sydney Carton. His sacrifice 
was a social one, but he offered it on the 
altar of a hopeless love. 

Oswyn is the instrument of vengeance 
He is an ideal offspring of genius, disap- 
pointment, absinthe and cigarettes. He is 
a bird of ill omen, whose redeeming traits 
are his ill assorted friendship for Rainham 
and his love for Margot, Lightmark’s child, 

Charles Sylvester is the creature of jn- 
exorab.e logic. He moves to his conclu- 
s10nS as surely as fate. With him impulse 
has nothing to do. He is just, but his 
justice has no merey. When he inflicts an 
injury, ‘he does it unintentionally from 
a sense of justice. When ‘he discovers his 
error, he sets it right, though in doing so 
he crushes all that is dear to him. 

The woman character of the book is 

Masters. Here is the character 
which is capable of most, but which is 
least developed. Even her eynical aunt. 
Lady Garnett, is given fuller scope. Lady 
Gsurnett is the keynote ofi:the novel. She 
acts as its interpreter. She is the one 
who sees through the comedy of masks.

Somehow one cannot help thinking that 
the novel would have been stronger. and 
more dramatic, if it had been written by 
one man. There cannot be two master 
minds behind one powerful conception. 
When one wind is at its best, the ovher 
is a drag to hold it back. But we must be 
content to take “A Comedy of Masks” as 
it is, and it is easy to rest contented at 
that.

The other occupants of the block 
have a standing joke about the rovoins, 
which they declare are haunted, and it 
is next to impossibie to rent them. ‘They 
are vacant now. Not long ago they were 
offered to an architect rent free until 
March 1, 1894, but he declined to tempt 
Providence. It woud surprise outsiders,” 
said the real estate man in conclusion. “to 
know how careful most business Men are 
to inquire into the past history of any 
premises before they will rent them. Un- 
pleasant traditions of any surt at all are 
more than apt to knock off the trade. Of 
course they are not surperstititous—but—”

Mr, Higgins Was One of a party of hunters,

of Galena, Kas. They were in camp on 
Shoal areek, not far from the Indian Ter- 
ritory line and within gunshot of the cabin 
occupied by Schrader and his bride, and 
early in the evening participated in the fes- 
tivities given by old man Schrader in honor 
of the marriage of his sou. 

The cabin was less than 100 yards 
from the domicile of old man Schrader 
and had been newly built on the latter's 
farm for the occupancy of the young couple. 

It contained but one room and was 
built of rough logs chinked, rough pine lum- 
ber for the floor and a roof of the same ma- 
terial.

“T have never descovered yet what caused 
the revolution two years ago. The country 
then was prosperous, Wages were good, prices 
were satisfactory. trade was active and 
money plenty. For some inexp ‘cable reason 
the peopie overthrew the party in p.wer, 
voted a wamt of confidence in its industria! 
and financial system, and e.ected Cleveland 
upon a platform of bimetaliism and tariff re- 
duction. Now, before the admin'stration has 
acted upon either propos'tion, the conditions 
being unchanged, actuated, it is said, by the 
fear that they are going to get what they sa‘d 
they wanted in 1801. an ‘tmmense majority of 
the people have reversed the verdict.

It looks to me 
more like a persona] rebuke to Cleveiand by 
his own parry aud the.r atlies, who have 
been on one hand exasperated by his con- 
temptuous disdain of their amb.tions, and on 
the other by his degradation of the pnb!ic 
through such appointments as Van Aien and 
Rooseveit.

A Georgia. 


THE WORK WHICH OUG AHT TO BE DONE 


And Some Suggestions as to How It 
Snould Bs Done—Points From the Re- 
port o: Professor Spencer.

Through all the eras of her progress and 
improvement, Georgia has retained, unitin- 
proved and in their first crude state, her 
public highways, as full of ruts and almost 
impassable hills as they were in the most 
primitive days of the xstate’s history. 

This evil of bad roads is confined to no 
single section of the state, but general 
in its character, and the comp: 
from every quarter of the st 
roads of those counties having in them large 
cities are rough and bard to travel. Fulton 
county s roads are but little better than 
those of the other counties after a certain 
distance from the city is reached. 

Primitive highways are characteristic 
Bew collutries, but that Georg 
kept up the same irregular, 
system of publie roads in vogue 
landing of Oglethorpe, is bard na) 
stand. In nearly every county 
state the same irrevular, curving, turning, 
winding, zigzagving roads are to be found. 
They almost unexceptionally add a third to 
the distance beiween two given points by 
their windings around hills and = other 
places. 

The toose sysiem of road laws js larg 
to blame for the bad condition of Georgia’s 
public roads. Most the roads have been 
in existence-almost since the war; many of 
them before, and tlieir condition now is 
hardly as good as then. Year after year 
they are subjected to the wearing of rains 
and travel, and as they are given but poor 
attention, improvement can hardly be ex- 
pected.

The roads climb hills and 
cross levei places in a way that leaves the 
impression that the persons who originally 
fuid them out were looking for the very 
Worst spots for the road site. 

The subject of bad roads is one that has 
been much discussed of recent years, and 
amany suggestions for their betterment have 
been offered. Always the question of cost 
has been the bugbear, as if the maintenance 

> bad roads was not the luxury 
athe farmers of the state paid for waitheut 
enjoying The bad roads are perid for over 
aud éver again by” the wear “and tear of 
wagons, the loss of time and the damage 
dene to horses. The average chee al is SO 
bad that not more than the third of a load 
ean be carmed., and in marketing cotton 
and other preducts of the farm the farm- 
ers JOss is great. 

On this subject Professor J. W. Spencer, 
State geo.ogist, said in his July report: 

“in transportation a team Cauliet con- 
vey a load grewier than it can draw over 
the worst part of the roads.

Weekly Bank Statement. 

NEW YORK, November 245.—(Special.)—The 
New York Financier says this week: As sug- 
gested in our last issue, the banks of New 
York city have increased their loans, accord- 
ing to the official report of the clearing fouse 
for the week ending November 25th, to the 
extent of $5.468.900, which action reflects iu 
uncertain manner the improvement in the busi- 
situation. Money ts still flowing In a 

stream to this center and the report 
shows an increase im cash of 38,021,000. of 
which $6,952,300 was in tegal tenders and 
$1,069,300 In SPEC ‘e. The entire amount came 
from the interior, as the banks lost over 
$2,000,000 through the operations of the sulb- 
treasury. The increase in deposits amounted 
to $10,627,600, making the aggregate deposits 
of the associated banks $475,311,700. which 
sum is st.lt 870,000,000 in excess of the loans. 
The changes brought about an increase in 
the reserve of $5,364,700 and the total rese:ve 
in excess of legal requirements is now S7u,- 
835,175. making the average reserve about 40 
per cent, The aggregate specle of the banks 
now ameunts to nearly one hundred and one 
millions of dollars, and it has been the gbjeet 
of the momagers of the financial {mstitntionsS in 
New York to assist the treasurer to build up 
his gold reserve by paying the import duties 
in that metal as far as possible. The balance 
of the subtresasury always has to be paid in 
—_— and it is expensive to be compelled to 

‘art goid around from the banks to the clear- 
ing house, and to and from the subtreasgry. 
Gold will have to be paid, however, until the 
treasurer has his $100,000,000 fund intact. 
The balance between the banks will. be set- 
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stored in vaults which the association as 
rented. This will be a benefit to every hank 
In the city, as it saves the expense of carting 
and the consequent risk that always accom- 
panies the sh-pping of gold in bulk. The cer- 
tiffeates will be acceptable for balances be- 
tween banks Only and wiil net circulate as 
money.

GOOD REASONS WAY! 


The People Should Yote for the Proposed 
Amendment 


INCREASING THE SUPREME COURT 


®Interesting Talks with Two Justices 


on the Subject. 


IT’S TO THE INTEREST OF THE PEOPLE 


Great Increase in the Amount of Business 
Required of the Court—Georgia 
Compared with Other States. 


The necessity of increasing the number of 
members of the supreme court must be ap- 
parent to anybody who studies the situa- 
tion and it seems a safe prediction that 
when the attention of the people of Georgia 
is called to this necessity, they will vote 
for the proposed amendment to the con- 
stitution. 

One of the most important acts cf the 
present legislature was the passage, by an 
almost unanimous vote, of the bill provid- 
ing for submission to the people. As has 
been said, this change is of vital impor- 
tance—not, as many people seem to be- 
lieve, to the lawyers alone, but virtual.y im- 
portant to all the people of Georgia. 

It is but natural that the three gentle- 
men now constituting the supreme court of 
Georgia should be best informed as to the 
reasons why the proposed change should be 
brought about, and as a seeker after in- 
formation I was admitted to the supreme 
court library Friday afternoon, 

The legislature had, of course, adjourned 
for the day; most of the statehouse ofhicia!s 
had gone to their homes; only th: mem- 
bers of Georgia’s highest judicial tribunal 
were there—and hard at work. 

the Chief Justice s Views. 

“Litigation,” said Chief Justice Bleckley 
in response to my question, “is the result, 
not of good or evil alone, but of their con- 
junction and the prevalence of both. «as 
they become more and more, fitigation in- 
creases. By the growth of the state jn 
population and by the large increase both 
in the virtuous and the vicious activity of 
the people, the business of the supreme 
court has become too heavy to be handled 
and properly disposed of by any three nren. 
To perform judicial functions requires fixed 
attention, unremitting care add constant 
mental vigor and alertness. Work of the 
best quality cannot be done by men whose 
minds are always jaded by strain and over- 
exertion. 

“True it is, that in hearing orgument, 
one judge can be of no assistance to an- 
other. Each must hear for himself, and 
the labor is the same whether his associates 
be few or many. But hearing argument 
is only a small part of the work. In con- 
sulting on the cuses after argument, in ar- 
riving at the precise facts of each case, in 
looking up legal authorities. not cited by 
counsel, in examining authorities and find- 
ing out their true significance and _ bear- 
ing, in suggesting this or that reason for 
deciding one Way rather than another, in 
shunning conflict with prior decisis in, 
writing out and revising opinions, and in 
making the deliverances of the court sound, 
clear and useful expositions of the true 
law, afl the judges can be helpful to each 
one, ald each can be serviceable to all. 
It is here that the principle of co-operation 
and mutual thhelp comes in, the principle on 
which ail courts of review are constituted 
and organized. 

“Only a limited time can be devoted to 
each case, and the more numerous the 
cases the shorter is the time. It im- 
possible for a bench of three judges to in- 
vestigate cases as thoroughly and consider 
them as maturely in a given time as a bench 
of five judges. ‘Without undue strain, five 
minds can do more and better work in an 
hour or a year than three minds of equal 
capacity and learning can accomplish with 
the utmost strain in the same length of 
time. Our early predecessors had not more 
than one case to deal with, where we have 
three or four.” 

Then in characteristic vein, 
guished chief justice continued: 

‘In so far as the proposed enlargement of 
the bench would lighten the labor of the

present occupants, it is desiraole cnichy in, 


order to enable them to better their work. 
They have no wish to be idle, nor do they 
care for more leisure than is requisite to 
keep them in condition for efficient and use- 
ful labor. Having long ago contracted the 
labor habit, they wouid rather work for 
nothing than do nothing for pay.”’ :

“When the supreme court was organized 
in 1845.” said he, “there were eleven su- 
perior courts. (The records will show that 
from these courts from one hundred to one 
hundred and thirty-five cases per year were 
taken to the supreme court for review. 
This. gave about forty cases io be decided 
each year per judge. Now there are twen- 
ty-three superior courts and sixteen city 
courts whose decisions come up for re- 
view, and the annual return is about 200 
cases per year per judge. This shows that 
the work of three judges has been increased 
about six times as much as the onyginsal 
judges had. 

‘The increase in the number of circuits 
and city courts sliows that the litigation 
has greatly increased; because it is not 
to be presumed that the legislature would 
have organized these courts unless the 
business of the state demanded it. Eleven 
judges were suflicient to transact the legal 
business of the state in 1845, and it now 
requires thirty-six; and this number is con- 
stautly increasing. New superior court 
circuits are made by the legislature at near- 
ly every session, and under a recent act, 
every county containing 15,000 inhabitants 
can have a city court, upon the recomm: nda- 
tion of the grand jury. Several city courts 
have already been organized under this act, 
and it is probable that several others will 
be in the near future.” 

“As Ll understand it, vou have to render 
your decisions within a given tine?’ 

“Yes,” continued Judge Simmons, “If 
our supreme court was governed by the 
same jaw that supreme courts of other 
states are, perhaps we could get along with 
three judges. Supreme courts of other 
gtates are not obliged to decide all the cases 
returned to them in the year they are re- 


turned. ‘They, therefore, can take all the J 


ime they desire in investigating the cases 
they de decide; and, if they get behind, the 
leislatures of those states provide commis- 
810%s or additional courts to aid them. 
under our constitution we are oblig- 
ecide every case at the term it ie re- 
t d,\unless it is continued for providen- 
tial Cyst, or we hold it up for further con- 
siderasjon> but this can only be done for 
one t@.m, ‘So it will be seen that we can- 
nol fet pehind, but must decide, whether 
we havi fil time to invesiixite or not.” 
The Judge Kiustrated the situation by a 
simile V-yjch was apt and to the point. 
“When we are yressed for time, as we 
are, twO © more Jidges would greatly as- 
sist us iD ‘the de

“Five minds are better and safer than 
three. No farmer would ‘pitch’ his crop for 
five hands and undertake to cultivate with 
three. He would know that it 
could not be done, |. or it 
would be badly done, if at all. We have 
work for five judges, and yet, under the 
constitution, three men have it to de. 
We do all that three men can do. We 
work upon an average from nine to ten 
hours per day. We take no holidays ex- 
cept a few days at Christmas. We have 
no time at all to devote to our private 
business. I received information last week 
that one of my tenants was selling my 
rent cotton, but I could uot go to attend 
to it because I could not spare the time. 
Yet our work is got satisfactory to Us. 
We have not the time to write as many 
opinions as we wish to. It takes all of 
our time to decide the cases and make 
the ‘headnotes.’ Besides this, one of us 
sometimes is sick, and then the otner two 
have all the work to do. Last year I 
was unable to attend the court for over 
three weeks on account of an attack of 
rheumatism. My associates during all 
that time had my work cast upon them 
and the litigants had only two judges to 
pass upon their rights.” 

“How does Georgia compare with other 
southern states in this respect?’ I asked. 

“Every southern state has five judges 
except Georgia, South Carolina, Florida 
and Mississippi and Mr. Wilson, the au- 
thor of the bill just passed, and who has 
given much study to the subject, asserted 
in his speech in the house that this court 
decided more cases per year than the su- 
preme courts of the other three states. 
Save those named, every state in the un- 
ion has five or more judges upon their 
supreme courts, except Oregon and the new 
states admitted in the last few years. 

“T think the legislature,’ continued Judge 
Simmons, “has acted wisely in submitting 
this amendment to the people for rati- 
fication. I believe it will be ratified if the 
people understand the necessity for it. . It 
will result in their benefit more than the 
benefit of the members of the court.” 

What Judge Lumpkin Says. 

“The people have never been unwiliing 
to give relief to an overburdened public 
servant, if convinced it is fairly needful,” 
was Judge Lumpkin’s comment, as if con- 
tinuing the argument advanced by Judge 
Simmons. “The only. question, therefore, 
is: ‘Is the relief to the supreme covrt pro- 
posed by the amendment proper aud leces- 
sary?’ The fact that two legisiaties, by 
two-thirds majorities, the last almwost unun- 
imously, have adopted the amendment, is 
high evidence of its propriety aul wisdom. 
And the facts that Judge Bleckley and 
Judge Simmons have given you certainly 
demonstrate the necessity for iae change. 
The amendment was defeated the first time 
before the people by a small muy rity, be- 
cause its merits were not propery expiained 
to them. 

“It should be ratified,” continued Judge 
Lumpkin, ‘‘for many reasons. Most of 
the states have benches of not less than 
ive, some ‘have seven and even nine judzes. 
Georgia, a great and progressive — siate, 
should not lag behind her sisteys. ‘Lhe 
business of our court has grown enoemously 
since its organization. From less than 2OO it 
now disposes annually of GOO to TOO cases, 
ahd they are more intricate, complicated and 
dificult. ‘Three men once dtl the werk 
easily; now the work will tax nvre . Il they 
ean stand. Five can investigate more fully 
than three. ‘The people want correctness 
and accuracy and this is more attairable 
when five minds are at work on the ques- 
tions to be decided than three. ‘Tne pub- 
lished opinions are vValuabie as precedents 
and-as authority. ‘The better they are 
prepared the more valuable they will te. Jf 
the work of writing, say 500 opinions, is 
divided among five instead of thie, each 
judge will have sixty instead of i100 to 
write. Certainly he can and will make the 
sixty better. In many cases now no epin- 
lons can be written at all, simply lLeeause 
there is no time to write them. With five 
judges nearly every case, certainly all of 
any importance. would have -an opinion. 

“The great desideratum is ire true ‘av. 
With five to investigate anil ecnfer to- 
gether it is more likely io be reached. I’:ve 
heads are better than three as certa'nly as 
two are better than one. Theré wit! be no 
one-man decisions. Not a judgment now 
rendered fails to receive 14.e sanction ef all 
the justices unless a dissent is e* pressly 
stated. The same will be trve of the 
new court, but each suitor will hsve the 
benefit of five minds on his case instesd of 
three.” 

Then as he resumed che study of the 
papers in an important case, Juege Lun p- 
kin added: “The judges will all wwk as 
hard as they do now, but they wil+ de Let- 
ter and more accurate work. The »dded 
expense, $6,000 per year, is a trifle com- 
pared to the great good which will result. 
Many other reasons—-".o1 ones—ean be 
given for adding two judges, but J] am iro 
busy to say more,” and the interview was 
at an end. 

There Should Be No Slip This Time. 

The reasons they have given must show 
every thinking man that the necessity for 
an increase does exist. It will be some 
months before the amendment is regularly 
submitted to the people, but it is not too 
early for the people to begin thinking about 
this most important matter.

ONLY CNE TELEGRAM SENT AFTER HIM 


And He Is Now Probably in Chicago-— 
Chief Hill, 0: Chattanooga Sends s 
Man to Meet the Train. 


Stretched luxuriously upon the vetvet 
cushion of a sleeper, Harry Hill doubtless 
spent yesterday whirling through Ohio and 
Indiana. Perhaps, before this is read his 
fair cheeks will be fanned by the crisp 
breezes of Lake Michigan. 

That he is where safety lies, there is 
not the shadow of a doubt.

Chattanooga's po- 
lice chief got the t&egram just before night- 
fall Friday afternoon, and he called in a 
trusty officer into whose hands he €eliv- 
ered Chief Connolly’s telegram with ia- 
structions to meet the Western and Atlan- 
tic train and arrest Harry Hill. <A graph- 
ic description of Hill was coniained on the 
yellow sitp, and the ofticer, eager for the 
glory of arresting the debonair young mun 
front Georgia, about whose actions and per- 
sonaiity so much has been written in the 
papers, hied himself to the depot to meet 
the train. 

fe was at the depot in time.and wait- 
el a few minutes for the train to show 
up. It came into the depot on time, with 
the sleeper in which Harry Hill had left 
Atlanta trailing gracefully behind. The 
oticer felt quite sure that the Atlanta 
fugitive was within his grasp, and he en- 
tered the sleeper with the air of a conqueror. 
He walked briskly through the sleeper and 
to his amazement failed to find the man 
he was looking for. 

He hurried out feeling sure that Hill had 
not evaded bim, but nowhere could he see 
Harry ttill. He could Jearn nothing of the 
man from Georgia, and when he WAS 
thorough’y couvineed himself that it was 
futile to search further he wended his way 
to police headquarters and informed Chief 
Hill. The result of this search was sent 
to Chief Connolly in a telegram. 

The telegram sent by Chief Connolly ask- 
ing the Chattanooga officials to arrest Hur- 
ry Hill was sent at the instance of Colonel 
W. FP. Hill, attorney for Mr. R. S. Cot- 
lin, who holds some of the forged paper, 
which was negotiated by Harry Hill. Mr.

Yesterday afternoon Chief Connolly ip- 
formed Mr. Hill of the fruitiessness of his 
search, and signified his willingness to send 
other telegrams if Mr. Hi] desired. No 
others were sent, and Elarry Hill continued 
his journey toward the northwest. It is 
believed that he has gone to Milwaukee or 


Chicago. 

Cre feature of Hill's escape 
that i involved in mystery 
is the failure of the Chattanooga police- 
men to find him on the train on which he 
left Atlanta. Hill is known to have left 
this city on that train and he had a long 
green-faced ticket which was to carry him 
safely through to some distant destination. 
Now, how did he manage to get throuch 
(Chattagooga witheut being caught? This 
is a question which the police would like 
answered. 

Jailer Mardis said yesterday that Hill 
left the jail in a very hasty and nnexpert- 
ed manner. Secarcely anv one about the 
jail knew that he was going three minutes 
hefere he got into a hack standing at the 
door, and every effort was made by the an- 
thorities to keep his departure quiet. At the 
request of Hill's friends nothing wae said 
about his departure. Hill was seen going 
through the city and the rumor was spread 
that he had escaped. -
